October launch for 
BMW Triple 


BMW’s new K75 750cc triple 
will make its world debut in 
October. A world press intro- 
duction has been scheduled for 
September, and the as-yet-unan- 
nounced machine should be in U.S. 
dealer showrooms early in 1986. 

The existence of the new Beemer 
has been confirmed by photos of pre- 
production cylinder heads and other 
components at the manufacturer's 
Spandau factory and prototypes have 
recently been seen being tested on 
Los Angeles streets. At a press event 
held recently at Riverside raceway, 
Robert Mitchell, Product Informa- 
поп Manager for BMW of North 
America, told the gathering that the 
new machine was definitely on its 
way, and to plan magazine space for 
coverage of its introduction. 

Two versions of the K75 are ex- 
pected, both using practically the 
same chassis, bodywork and running 
gear as the K100 fours. Backing up a 
basicunfaired K75 will be some form 
of sports version — possibly with a 
modified K100RS fairing and belly- 
pan. 

The three-cylinder engine is basi- 
cally a K100 with one cylinder chop- 
ped off. The cylinder bores are alum- 
inum with BMW's Scanimet nickel- 
silicon carbide coating, and bore and 
stroke are unchanged at 67x70mm. 
Power output is a claimed 74 bhp at 





8400 rpm — only 15 less than the 
1000cc K100. 

Valve gear, drive train and electrics 
are identical to the K100's, and aside 
from a more compact engine block, 
the biggest difference is the new 120? 
crankshaft — essential for smooth- 
ness in three-cylinder engines. The 
fuel mixing will be handled by a 
variation of the Bosch LE-Jetronic 
unit used on the K100. Redline has 
been set at 9200 rpm. 

Like the K100, the engine is mount- 
ed as a stressed-member in the frame. 
Since this rigid-mounting could cause 
vibration even with the 120? crank, 
the shaft which drives the oil and 
water pumps at the front of the 
engine now incorporates weights to 
act as an engine counterbalancer. 

The same 18-inch cast-aluminum 
wheels will be used; the brakes are the 
same 11-inch Brembo twin discs as 
on the K100. To keep costs down, the 
rear disc brake has been ditched in 
favor of a drum brake, and the front 
forks have been downsized to 38.5mm 
from the K100's 41.4mm. Like the 
K100, no fork brace or anti-dive sys- 
tem is fitted. 

'The same monolever rear suspen- 
sion will be used on the K75, but 
rumors indicate the rear shock may 
be air adjustable and feature variable 
damping. 

Although it's likely the K75 is the 
last new BMW design we'll see for a 
while, it's worth noting that the K- 
engine's modular design would per- 
mit it to be stretched to five cylinders 
and 1250cc.

Rothmans Honda teammates Ron 
Haslam of England and Wayne 
Gardner of Australia to a 1-2-3 
sweep of the 500cc road race GP 
at Assen, Holland, on Saturday, 
June 29. The race was run in 
heavy rain and the slippery condi- 
tions caused a rash of crashes. 
Points leader Freddie Spencer 
(Hon) was involved in a first lap 
crash with Christian Sarron (Hon, 
defending World Champion Eddie 
Lawson (Yam) crashed on the 10th 
lap, and Connecticut's Mike Bald- 
win went down on the ninth lap. 
Out of the 36 starters in the 500cc 
GP, only 19 finished the race. 
Spencer continues to lead Lawson 
in the point standings, 81 to 74, 
with Gardner moving into third 
with 53 points. 


Prior to the 500cc GP, Freddie Spencer 
won the Dutch 250cc GP which was 
run on a surface that was wet at the 
beginning of the race, but dried out 
as the race wound down. Martin 
Wimmer (Yam) was second, with 
Anton Mang (Hon) third. Spencer, 
with 89 points, now holds a com- 
manding lead over Winner who has 
61, and Mang at 60. The Sidecar GP 
was won by the Biland/Waltisperg 
(Kra) team. Pier-Paolo Blanchi (MBA) 
won the 125cc GP, while Gerd Kaska 
(See) came home first in the 80cc GP.

Top speed test 


ATV, 18.5 mph 
Bicycle, 14.5 mph

CARLSBAD, CA, JUNE 25 

Top speed tests with a seven- 
year-old riding a kid-sized ATV 
anda 20-inch bicycle disproved 
statements made by CPSC 
Commissioner Stuart “Ban 'em" Stat- 
ler and Dr. E. Stevers Golladay at a 
CPSC hearing in Dallas June 17 sug- 
gesting that all small ATVs travel in 
excess of 30 mph and should be out- 
lawed. 

The tests, conducted on Carlsbad 
International Raceway's dragstrip, 
showed that a Yamaha Y'T60 Tri- 
Zinger, with stock restrictor devices 
in place, is about half as fast as a 
seven-year-old on a bicycle; with all 
the speed restrictor devices removed, 
the Tri-Zinger is 4.0 mph faster than 
a seven-year-old on a bicycle. 

The speeds reached on the paved 
racetrack were higher than they'd be 
on dirt; an АТУ soft tires typically 
sink into off-road surfaces, increas- 
ing rolling resistance. 

'The ATV and bicycle were ridden 
by seven-year-old Hayley Ulrich, an 
experienced ATV rider, under close 
adult supervision. 

With the exhaust restrictor plate 
(basically a flat washer with a 10mm 
hole, placed in the exhaust header 
pipe) in place and the throttle-limit- 
ing bolt backed out to allow full 
throttle travel, the Y T60 covered the 
1320-foot dragstrip in 100 seconds, at 
9.0 mph. 

With the restrictor plate in place 
and the throttle-limiting bolt backed 
out until the machine would just 
start to move, it took 122 seconds to 
cover the 1320 feet, at 7.36 mph. 

With the restrictor plate removed 
and the throttle-limiting bolt backed 
all the way out, the ATV took 48.6 
seconds to cover 1320 feet, at 18.5 mph. 

With the restrictor plate removed 
and the throttle-limiting bolt backed 
out until the machine just started to 
move, the Tri-Zinger ran at a speed 
less than a slow walk and the run was 
aborted when it took Hayley several 
minutes to reach the 500-foot mark 
on the dragstrip. 

Riding her one-speed Huffy bicy- 
cle with 20-inch wheels, Hayley 
reached the end of the 1320-foot drag- 
strip in 62 seconds, at 14.5 mph. 

The tests were witnessed by CPSC 
ATV Task Force Chairman Nick 
Marchica and Chief Engineer Roy 
Deppa, along with two CPSChuman 
factors specialists. e.

Don't race AMACCS 


My experience with AMACCS for 
the 1985 season to date is as follows: I 
sent $20 for a license December 19; 
the check is cashed immediately, but 
in the last week of February I get a 
notice that I must renew. I write back 
with proof of payment. In the third 
week of February my license is con- 
firmed and I receive a tentative race 
schedule and brochure. I phone 
AMACCS; the person there can't an- 
swer my questions but promises Roger 
will call back. When my call is not 
returned I write for further informa- 
tion. I finally receive my rulebook 
and final schedule but no further 
information. 

There are no races scheduled at 
Nelson Ledges which is the only 
track close enough for me to race 
without having to schedule vacation 
from work. I decide to race Round 3 
of the Northeast region at Bryar Mo- 
torsports Park on June 8-9. I schedule 
vacation time; so does my wife and 
another couple that will be with us. 

My bike is repaired from my crash 
at Nelson Ledges last year, is profes- 








sionally repainted and meticuously . 
prepared according to the AMACCS 
rulebook. I have new leathers and 
helmet, my friend agrees to tow my 
trailer, I'll pay gas and expenses. We 
arrive at Bryar early Friday, June 7 so 
we'll have plenty of time to satisfy 
tech. (They always seem to have some 
requirements not listed in the rule- 
book) Penguin School has rented the 
track for the day and no one seems to 
know anything about AMACCS and 
everyone has a different version of 
what's happening. The “camping 
area" resembles a gravel pit, sand and 
baseball-size rocks. We get a motel 
and wait for Saturday. We had 
planned on camping so the motel is 
an unplanned expense. 

After waiting in line for about an 
hour on Saturday morning we are 
told we must join AAMRR in order 
to race. It's an AAMRR race but by 
paying an extra fee we can get 
AMACCS points. I can't believe it, 
since this is AMACCS N.E. Round 3 
according to my schedule. I search 
the pit area for somebody from AMA. 
I finally locate Steven Ross, AAMRR 
President. He gives me a newsletter 
with no date on it that I should have 
received from AMACCS (according 
to him) explaining the co-sanction 
agreement. All I have to do is join 
AAMRR, pay AAMRR entry and 
AMACCS surcharge and I can race at 
Bryar. He tells me the rules are the 
same except they want a Snell '85 
helmet. I have the helmet but by now 
I don't trust any one person's infor- 
mation so I double check and triple 
check. 

I borrow a rulebook and discover 
that AAMRR requires а working 
taillight. Since my crash at Nelson 
last year I have learned about the cost 
of replacement parts and have re- 
moved the stock gauges and the rear 
section of my rear fender (CB750F) 
with its license bracket and taillight, 
legal in AMACCS. AAMRR also re- 
quires AN-type compression fittings 
on oil cooler lines but my Derale oil 
cooler has econo-braid stainless lines. 
I ask the tech inspector about my oil 
lines. “We can't allow that” is his 
reply, so I can't race. 

AAMRR rules are not the same as 
AMACCS. Bryar's June 8-9 race was 
an AAMRR race not an AMACCS 
race. 

I called and wrote to AMACCS’ 
Roger Edmondson for additional in- 
formation which I never received. 
Neither my race license or the 
AMACCS rulebook are honored at 
that track. If I would have joined 
AAMRR or WERA at the start of the 
season I might be racing now. As it is 
I had to join AMA in order to join 
AMACCS (which is non-existent in 
this area), wasted my vacation and 
that of three others on a wild-goose 
chase across three states, spent several 
hundred dollars on gas, tolls, motels, 
etc. and never put a wheel on the track. 

Acording to page four of “News 
About the Championship Cup Ser- 
ies” dated March 1984, I should have 
been able to race with my AMACCs 
license and my bike should have 
passed tech with flying colors.

MAMMOTH LAKES, CA, JUNE 20-22 


The third time proved to be the charm for 
Team Honda's Johnny O'Mara at the 18th 
Annual High Sierra Sports Mammoth 
Mountain Motocross. After placing second to 


teammate Ron Lechien in the 
125cc class on the first day and 
a sand jammed chain stopped 
his charge in the 250cc class, 
O'Mara wound up the event by win- 
ning the Open class on day three. 
Several factory stars competed in the 
three day event, making it like a 
mini-National. 

Lechien dominated the 125cc class 





by leading the 45-minute plus one 
lap main event from start to finish. 
O'Mara started out around fifth, and 
by the time he worked up to second 
Lechien was already gone with the 
lead. 

The 250cc class turned out to be a 
Yamaha show as teammates Rick 
Johnson and Broc Glover stayed close 
for much of the main. Glover went 
down hard just over halfway into the

moto, allowing Johnson to cruise to 
the victory. 

Glover came back the next day and, 
after battling by O’Mara in the early 
going of the Open round, looked 
to be on his way to victory. But 
another crash left him frustrated and 
in second as O'Mara motored to the 
win. 


125cc 


Kawasaki rider Bader Manneh led 
the start of the first 125cc qualifier 
with Suzuki's Bobby Moore on his 
tail. Moore bailed at the bottom of 
the big downhill, giving second to 
Honda rider Brian Manley. Lechien 
was down around fifth and crashed 
trying to pass early on the first lap. 
Manley stayed close to Manneh for a 
couple of laps, then began to slowly 
fade. John Drury (Kaw) held third 
ahead of Willie Surratt. Lechien was 
on the move and caught Surratt on the 
fourth lap, but Surratt wasn’t about to 
let him by. On the next lap Lechien 
passed on the downhill, but then 
Surratt got him back on the following 
uphill and proceeded to hold Lechien 
off for another circuit. Lechien went 
by for good on lap seven, but was too 
far behind Manneh and Manley to 
make a charge for the lead. “My bars 
were bent and it was kind of hard 
coming down the hill and I didn’t 
want to go down,” he said. Manneh 
took the win well ahead of Manley, 
Lechien, and Surratt. 

After a mediocre start in the second 
125cc division, O’ Mara overtook Kurt 
Hendricksen (Kaw) on the third lap 
and quickly moved out to a comfort- 
able lead. Suzuki's A.J. Whiting went 
down on the second lap while in 
third and then spent the next few laps 





working back up co that position. At 
the finish it was O'Mara leading 
Hendricksen and Whiting across the 
line. : 

In the Division I consolation, 
Kawasaki-mounted J. Simons moved 
into the lead on the second lap and 
stayed there until the finish. Doug 
Gentry, D. Antillion, and Dave Welty 
followed Simons home. 

Greg Vowell battled his way to the 
front of the second division consola- 
tion and took the win ahead of R. 
Truchinski and Keith O'Neal. 

Lechien grabbed the holeshot in 
the main, with Manneh, Surratt, 
Honda's Larry Brooks, and Drury 
(Kaw) in tow. Manley went down in 
the first turn taking Whiting with 
him. Whiting was able to continue, 
but Manley pulled off with a badly 
tweaked bike. O'Mara passed Drury 
on the first lap, then spent the next 
two go-arounds working his way to 
third. It wasn't until lap six that 
O'Mara was able to pass Manneh for 
second, and by this time Lechien was 
already about 15 seconds ahead. Back 
in fourth Brooks, Surratt, and Doug 
Dubach (Kaw) kept close company 
for several laps. Surratt was the first 
to pass Brooks on the eighth lap, then 
Dubach went by a few laps later. 
Whiting had been steadily moving 
towards the front of the pack, but a 
broken shock stopped him around 
mid-moto. Out front Lechien main- 
tained a 15 second lead on O'Mara 
who was well ahead of Manneh. 
Dubach, Surratt and Brooks kept 
things interesting as they battled for 
fourth and slowly moved in on Man- 
neh. With three laps to go Dubach 
was within striking distance, but

couldn't quite get Manneh before the 
finish. At the flag it was Lechien, 
O'Mara, Manneh, Dubach, and 
Brooks taking the top five positions. 


250cc 


Manneh started out in front of the 
Division I 250cc Pro class qualifier 
while Glover got stuck in the gate. It 
didn't take long before Glover was up 
to third and battling by Scott Man- 
ning (Yam). Glover reeled in Man- 
neh and passed him on the downhill, 
but Manneh retaliated in the next 
turn. Glover went by for good in the 
back section and went on to win. 
Manneh was second ahead of Man- 
ning and Manley. 

O'Mara led the start of Division II 
with Johnson quickly moving in on 
his tail. On lap five Johnson took the 
lead as O'Mara was forced to slow 
down when his 1986 Honda motor 
developed a leak causing it to over- 
heat. Johnson won easily with O' Mara 
well ahead of Honda's Mike Fisher. 

Whiting won the third division 
qualifier after taking the lead from 
Warren Reid in the second half of the 
race. Reid hung on to second, finish- 
ing ahead of Jim Ellis (Yam), Brian 
Myerscough (Suz), and Brooks. 

John Hemme won the consolation 
in Division I over Tony Toste, Brad 
McLeod, Vowell, and Casey McCoy. 

Rick Ryan and Ray Summo went 
at it in the Division II consolation 
with Ryan finally winning the race- 
long battle. Ed Arnet was third just 
ahead of Gary DePillo. 

Richard Sands won the final con- 
solation race, beating Doug Gentry. 

Honda-mounted Mouse McCoy 
grabbed the lead at the start of the 
final with Manning, Myerscough and 
Johnson trailing. Manning took the 
lead on the downhill, but was passed 
by Johnson shortly afterwards. Glover 





moved into second by lap two, and 
O'Mara went to third a lap later. 
Glover was staying just out of John- 
son's roost while O'Mara trailed a 
few seconds behind in third. Whiting 
moved by Manning and into fourth, 
but was a good distance behind 
O'Mara. At the beginning of lap 
seven, O'Mara's chain packed with 
sand at the countershaft sprocket and 
brought him to a halt while Glover, 
still only a few bikelengths behind 
Johnson, began to develop troubles 
of his own. "About four laps into the 
racea fork seal went out," said Glover. 
“The other one finally gave out . . . so 
I had no fork seals, oil all over the 
brake and all over me.” Glover pushed 
on and stayed close to Johnson for 
the next four laps until he crashed on 
lap 11. "I hit a big bump and the 
forks bottomed out really hard and 
just threw me off,” he said. 


Glover was able to remount in time 
to save his position, but Johnson 
enjoyed a very comfortable lead to the 
end. Glover's front end had become 
too violent to allow him to make a 
comeback. Whiting held third a com- 
fortable distance ahead of Fisher, 
while Myerscough began to get some 
pressure from Brooks. After freeing 
his chain O'Mara re-entered the race, 
and rode behind Brooks for a few 
laps, pushing him until he caught 
Myerscough. Brooks went by on the 
last lap, but ran out of gas before 
making it to the finish line. The final 
order was Johnson, Glover, Whiting, 
Fisher and Myerscough. 

"I had to ride hard because Broc 
was going real fast," said Johnson. 
“He fell which gave mea lot of breath- 
ing room, but he started to come back 
which made me ride some more, but I 
was able to relax in the middle of the 
race." 














Ron Lechien made it two out of three wins for Team Honda by topping the 
125cc class rather easily. 





500cc 


Larry Dashiell (Hon) passed Ed 
Marnoch (Hon) on the downhill to 
lead the start of the first division qual- 
ifier. Jim Ellis also moved by Mar- 
noch on the first lap to claim second. 
Ellis took the lead on lap two while 
Fisher began to move up after a pile- 
up left him nearly last just after the 
start. Ellis maintained a slim lead on 
Dashiell, Gordon Ward (Yam), Ed 
Arnet and Greg Zitterkopf (Hon). 
This battle continued for several laps 
until Fisher came through and broke 
it up on lap eight. Ellis fell a lap 
later, giving the win to Dashiell just 
ahead of a charging Fisher. Ward was 
third over Ellis with Arnet taking 
fifth ahead of Zitterkopf. 

Manning led Glover, O' Mara and 
Brad Lackey at the start of the second 
qualifier and a lap later both Glover 
and O'Mara had stuffed by. O'Mara 
took the lead on the fourth lap when 
Glover's motor began to seize, drop- 
ping him to fourth. O'Mara went on 
to win unopposed while Glover 
nursed his Yamaha along, gradually 
picking up his pace and moving back 
into second on the last lap. Manning 
was third ahead of Eric Eaton, Micky 
Dymond, and Warren Reid. 

In the consolations, Tracy Oswell 
easily won the first division over E. 
Buskirk. Gary DePillo took the win 
in Division II, cruising in ahead of D. 
Wood, Keith O'Neal, and Richard 
Sands. 

O'Mara blasted up the start hill 
with the lead in the main with Glover 
and Fisher in his tracks. By the second 
lap this trio had left Manning, Ellis, 
Eaton and Zitterkopf to race for fourth. 
For the first five laps O'Mara, Glover, 
and Fisher were inseparable, but on 
lap six Fisher began to lose sight of 





the leaders. “I’m just not used to their 
pace," he said. “I backed off and kept 
my own pace." A lap later Glover 
took the lead from O'Mara and quick- 
ly put a few seconds on the Honda 
pilot. “I knew that it was early in the 
race," O'Mara said, “so I wasn't pan- 
icking." 

Glover continued to pull away 
until he fell on lap 11. "I went to 
pivot off a berm," Glover said, "and 
the back tire went over the top of it.” 
As Glover untangled the banners that 
got caught in the rear wheel, O'Mara 
motored past and into a good size 
lead. Fisher came up on Glover, but 
was unable to pass. Ellis was a distant 
fourth a few seconds ahead of Man- 
ning while Zitterkopf worked on 
Eaton for the sixth position. An un- 
identified rider held eighth, leading 
an intense battle for that position 
with Arnet, Dashiell and Reid all 
vying for the spot. In the end it was 
O'Mara crossing the line with a big 
lead over Glover, Fisher, Ellis, Man- 
ning and a charging Zitterkopf. Eaton 
was seventh and Arnet won the battle 
for eighth over Reid and Dashiell. 
"I'm happy — I wanted to win at 
least one of the races," said O'Mara 
afterwards. ''It's been a tough week 
for me." e.

Dear Editor, if it's true you want a story on 
the McQueen auction, the writing pool 
must be emptier of waters than usual. You 
think, perhaps the McQueen story will be a 


nice tame piece from the 
Redondo Freelancer's Beach- 
head? Well, the story isn't 
exactly without controversy. 
Even if it were a piece of straight 
journalism, how many of your read- 
ers care about vintage motorcycles? 
At least a few of your readers are pre- 
adolescents who gorge themselves on 
steroids with the hope of becoming 
another Johnny O'Mara. 

In point of fact, the “newest” motor- 
cycle sold at the auction was a 1974 
Yamaha 360 DT-1A enduro bike, and 
I'm willing to bet a dozen stale Win- 
chell's glazed doughnuts that over 
50% of your readers have never seen a 
1974 DT-1. 

I've got to admit I suspected the 
story would be dull and that my 
assignment was a thinly-disguised 
attempt by the editor of That Other 
Motorcycle Magazine to get rid of me 
over Thanksgiving Weekend. As for 
the ostensible story, old motorcycles 
often have as much reading appeal as 
torpid tuna. How many hip readers 
givea hoot, especially when the owner 
of the vintage bikes, him being dead, 
can tell no tales? Surely, even you 
understand the impossibility of live- 





of antique motorcycles and a decedent. 

Still, I knew there had to be a good 
story somewhere, even if it meant I 
would have to fictionalize facts, fig- 
ures and conversations. Before set- 
ting out for Las Vegas, I put myself in 
reporter's attack mode and planned 
out the methodology. I immersed 
myself in every Steve McQueen video 
I could find. I spent several days 
locked in a conference room, content 
to charge the video rental fees to the 
company expense account, satisfied 
with the knowledge that watching 
McQueen roar around German coun- 
tryside on a Triumph was better than 
me working on a rubber rainsuit 
product evaluation. 

Cloaked in the conference room, I 
got the impression from McQueen's 
films that he was a man who had 
genuinely liked motorcycles for a 
long time. McQueen performed most 
of the heated-up Mustang driving 
scenes in Bullitt, and though he 
didn’t know much then about double- 
clutching (as an ex-trucker I have an 
ear for these things), McQueen man- 
aged to pitch at least four hubcaps 
during high-speed squeals around 
San Francisco street corners. He'd 
learned to double-clutch by Le Mans, 
but this was another Car Movie. The 





core McQueen movie is The Great 
Escape, Stevieimprisoned and bounc- 
ing a ball against the wall of his cell 
— America, freedom, baseball and al! 
that. A pity it wasn't McQueen who 
made the notorious motorcycle jump, 
since it might be the motorcycle movie 
sequence of all time. But even though 
McQueen's friend, fellow collector 
and movie stuntman, Bud Ekins, 
made the jump, you and I know 
McQueen would have done it himself 
if it hadn't been for some Hollywood 
studio pimps worrying about Steve 
damaging the corps of their invest- 
ment. Besides, rumors abound that 
McQueen did make the jump off- 
camera, and at the very least he did 
much of theriding. One source has it 
that because the German stuntmen 
rode too slowly, McQueen and Ekins 
donned German uniforms and chased 
themselves in the movie. 

You can see the portrait beginning 
to emerge before I thrummed toward 
Las Vegas. Steve McQueen was more 
than just a celluloid sissy who needed 
a stunt-double to do anything more 
dangerous than turn on an ignition 
switch. I also discovered that an 
incognito McQueen had ridden the 
Elsinore Grand Prix a few times, fin- 
ishing respectably well. 

All of these images began to flesh 
out the McQueen legend as a devoted 
motorcyclist off- and on-screen, where 
hestood as a counterpoint to the loot- 
and-pillage motorcycle flicks of the 
60s and other-world James Bond- 
type stunts of the 70s and 80s. 

I'd found the pop-top of a poten- 
tial story, and to get into the mood

walked around for days emulating 
McQueen's cool, blue-eyed stare, 
squinting until my eyeballs hurt. I 
left for Vegas with the inkling that I 
could write a sensible mazazine arti- 
cle about a man I never knew who 
owned motorcycles I knew nothing 
about, and who wouldn't even be 
attending his own auction. 

It was difficult to remind myself 
that the closest I'd come to Steve 
McQueen was on account of my half- 
blind ex-wife, who forced me to sit in 
the front row to watch the Thomas 
Crown Affair on a 60-foot screen. 

Puttering to Las Vegas aboard a 
Harley Softail, I felt McQueen's 
companionable presence. And as I 
rode the Harley through the chilled 
Mojaveair . . . (whatIreally thought 
about was the divine pleasure of hav- 
inga company credit card and keys to 
someone else's motorcycle) . . . I re- 
called things I'd learned about Mc- 
Queen apart from his Hollywood 
image. Before saddling up for Las 
Vegas, I'd called Bud Ekins (who 
himself owns more than 100 vintage 
motorcycles, the collection reputed 
to be one of the world's finest outside 
a museum) and asked him about the 
actor. I'd selected what I surmised to 
be one of the rarest and most unusual 
of McQueen's collection — a 1922 
New Imperial — and questioned 
Ekins about it. So sure was I of the 
choice, I convinced the editor of that 
other motorcycle magazine to under- 
write a photographer for an advance 
trip to Vegas for snapshots no other 
magazine would have gotten. It had 
been easy to justify the $1,000 it cost 
for the photos: It wasn't my money. 


“Hell,” Ekins said, “He didn't care 
about the Imperial. He bought it over 
the telephone and never rode it.” 

You can see the crisis. How was Ito 
explain this first twist and turn of the 
story to the editor? There are few 
things worse than presenting an edi- 
tor with a $1,000 photograph that 
will never be printed. But I peppered 
Ekins with questions, hoping I could 
at least establish McQueen as the 
premier vintage motorcycle aficion- 
ado in the world. Or the United 
States. At that point, disaster loom- 
ing, I'd even have settled for knowing 
McQueen had the best collection in 
Southern, California. But Ekins in- 
formed me that McQueen had been 
collecting vintage bikes only for four 
years. This was hardly enough time 
to become a recognized authority, 
even in this fledgling field. 

Surely, I asked, there was at least 
one motorcycle in the collection 
McQueen liked? “Yep,” Ekins told

Morehead victorious 
at Lima Half Mile

Steve Morehead broke a three year winless 
streak in Camel Pro Series competition with 
a victory in the Coors Ohio National Half 
Mileat the Allen County Fairgrounds. In the 


winner's circle, Morehead paid 
tribute to all his family, friends 
and fans in attendance, saying, 
“I had so many people riding 
with me out there I couldn't lose.” 
The track is 30 miles from More- 
head's Findlay, Ohio, home and he 
had a very vocal cheering section on 
hand. 

Ted Boody, on his College Bike 
Shop Honda, took second from Scott 
Pearson in a finish so close it took a 
conference of the AMA officials to 
call it. Pearson, aboard a Babe DeMay 
tuned and owned Harley-Davidson 
XR750 for the race, felt he should 
have gotten the nod. Both were out- 





side challenging distance of More- 
head and his KK Supply/Storz/D's/ 
Laube's Cycle City of Findlay, Ohio- 
sponsored Harley. 

Bubba Shobert, on a Team Honda 
RS750, cruised to an easy fourth with 
Harley-Davidson's Jay Springsteen 
taking home fifth. 

Shobert's fourth combined with a 
10th by points leader Doug Chandler, 
tightened up the championship chase. 
Chandler still leads, but his margin is 
now one point, 132 to 131, over Sho- 
bert. Third in the standings changed 
hands with Boody now on top over 
Pearson, 108 points to 106. 

The track was in good shape due to 
continuous work by Bud's Racetrack 








Service which kept the dust down 
and gave the cushion riders a place to 
play while the low line remained rel- 
atively brushed off. 
Qualifying 

Boody led the 72 Experts looking 
for a spot in the 48 rider program 
with a 25.834 second tour of the track 
in time trials. Chandler was second 
quickest at 25.849 with Shobert and 
Scott Parker fourth to round out the 
pole sitters for the four heats. The 
track didn't favor those out early or 
late as Boody was the 58th rider on 
the clocks while Chandler was the 
13th. Tim Mertens had the dubious 
honor of being the 48th qualifier. 


Heats 

Boody came from fourth after the 
opening lap shuffle to take the lead 
from Bryan Hardin at the end of lap 
two. Sammy Sweet, on the Pyramid 
Builders Harley, quickly moved into 
second with Springsteen then hound- 
ing Hardin for third. The four were 
joined. by Fran Brown for a track- 
wide duel to the halfway flags in the 
10-1ар heat. For the final five laps, it 
was a Boody/Sweet/Springsteen show 
with Sweet challenging Boody and 
then being challenged by Springsteen. 
At the finish, the positions remained 
the same. 

Doug Davis was the first rider to 
run afoul of new AMA rules insti- 
tuted for a smoother running pro- 
gram. He didn't grid on time and was 
excluded from the field. 

Morehead, Honda's Graham and 
Chandler, aboard his Freddie Spen- 
cer/SuperTrapp Racing Honda, ran 
a crowd pleasing show out front with 
Morehead and Graham dueling for 
the lead while Chandler blasted the 
high line, fighting to stay in striking 
distance. Despite the heat of battle, 
Graham and Morehead were seen 
motioning and waving to each other. 
A crash by Del Beck on lap seven and 
a subsequent red flag brought that to 
a finish. Beck was only shaken up. 
The race was called complete with 
Graham the winner over Morehead 
and Chandler. 

The third heat went to a restart 
after Dan Bennett ticked а haybale 
on the back straight and went down 
hard. Bennett took a trip to the hospi- 
tal for a broken right leg. 

Shobert led the restart with Tex 
Peel Racing's Tommy Maitland in 
tow and Pete Hames, on the Gard- 
ner/Griswold/Board Racing Harley, 
right behind. Johnny Cooper, Terry 
Poovey and Dan Ingram then moved 
in to make it a six rider duel for the 
top three spots. Maitland closed on 
Shobert, but then lost ground and 
Hames moved in to take the fight for 
second to the flag. Hames, rode the

low line while Maitland stayed up 
high and got strong drives off turns 
two and four to hold second at the 
flag. Winner Shobert was a good dis- 
tance out front. 

The fourth heat saw Pearson grab 
the lead and open a bit of breathing 
room before Rodney Farris moved 
his Duvall Racing/Gary Nixon/Cy- 
cle Experts/M.J. Sponseller-backed 
Harley into second over last year’s 
winner, Scott Parker. The two moved 
in on Pearson, going three wide on 
the track while jockeying for posi- 
tion. Chris Carr and Chuck Spring- 
steen had a similar fight going for 
fourth. Pearson opened some breath- 
ing room in the final laps and took 
the win while Parker took com- 
mand of the duel for second and held 
off the challenges of Farris on the 
final lap. Carr was the winner in the 
battle for fourth. 


Semis 

Canadian Chris Evans, on the Sehl 
Manufacturing-backed Harley, and 
KK Motorcycle Supply's Gary Scott 
engaged in a crowd pleaser in the first 
semi. Scott, to the cheers of the fans, 
took the lead from Evans with three 
laps to go. Evans came back strong to 
grab the win and the only transfer to 
the National. 

Dan Ingram turned in a command- 
ing ride in semi two aboard his Wal- 
ters Brothers-sponsored Harley to take 
an easy win.

Last Chance Qualifier 

Fran Brown, back in action after 
being sidelined since early March by 
a racing accident in which he sus- 
tained a broken upper right arm and 
ligament damage to his right knee, 
earned the final spot in the National 
with a win in the LCQ. Challengers 
Scott and Poovey took the heat off 
Brown when Scott crashed and Poo- 
vey came up with a sick engine. 


Junior National 

Mike Stauffer led heat winners 
Brian Atherton and Jeff Sizemore on 
theopening lap of the 12 lap National. 
Honda rider Sizemore took over on 
lap two with Harley-mounted Stauffer 
back on top as the halfway flags came 
out. Atherton pushed hard to keep 
the two front runners close and moved 
back into the battle on lap eight. Ser- 
ies points leader Winkie Freitas ran 
up near the front in the opening laps, 
but slipped slowly to the rear by lap 
eight. 

Stauffer and Sizemore continued 
their battle for the lead with Atherton 
watching for a mistake by one or 
both. Sizemore moved away from 
Stauffer as the white flag waved while 
Wood-Rotax rider Atherton closed. 
Atherton made a move on Stauffer for 
second in turn three and the two 
touched wheels with Atherton and 
then Stauffer going down. Recil Hart 
and Donald Beauvais, running fourth 
and fifth suddenly found themselves 
in winner's circle with second and 
third. 

Privateer Sizemore said his secret 
was "rolling on the gas just so off the 
turns and keeping things smooth." 

I had a problem with the front end 
and the bike didn't handle too well," 
said Hart's Cycles/Neil Keen-backed 
Hart about his ride. “I just. stayed 
with it and things paid off.” 

Beauvais, from Val D'Or, Quebec, 
Canada, used an interpreter to tell 
everyone he was very happy to be in 
winner's circle and to thank his spon- 
sor Les Petrole's Charles Arcand.

Pearson was right on target with 
another of his rocket-like starts and 
led the field into turn one from the 
pole position. Boody and Morehead 
followed with Parker, Springsteen, 
and Shobert in tow. Farris was sev- 
enth, but his ride lasted only tliree 
more laps before he called it a night 
with undisclosed problems. 

Pearson inched away from the fight 
for second between Boody and More- 
head while the battle for fourth raged 
among Parker, Shobert and Spring- 
steen with Chandler and Graham 
debating seventh. 

The heat of the battle up front 





allowed the top three to slowly move 
away from those behind. Shobert 
moved past Parker in the fight for 
fourth as Graham moved in to make 
it a four rider duel. Chandler had his 
hands full with Evans, Sweet, and 
Maitland as Brown moved in. 

Boody's ride in second changed to 
third as Morehead got a strong drive 
off turn two on lap 10, inched along- 
side and then took over second as the 
two hit turn three. Boody hung onto 
Morehead's rear tire and the two 
moved up on Pearson. 

Morehead challenged Pearson on 
all parts of the track for the next two 
laps and then made the same move to 
take the lead from Pearson as he had 
earlier on Boody. By this time, Sho- 
bert was solidly in fourth with the 
fifth place battle consisting of Parker, 
Springsteen, Graham and Evans. 

Once in front on lap 13, Morehead 
began to put a bit of space between 
himself and Pearson while Boody 
camped right on Pearson's rear tire. 

“Гуе ridden this track a lot," said 
Morehead afterward, “апа I know 
the combination you need to win, but 
I've never been able to put it all 
together. I ride my own bike here for 
regular races and someone else's for 
the Nationals.

The final laps saw Morehead con- 
tinue his hold on the lead right to the 
checkered flag and the champagne in 
winner's circle. The fight for second 
looked as if it would fall in Pearson's 
favor as he led by about 10 bike- 
lengths off turn four, but Boody got a 
spectacular drive off the fourth turn 
and gobbled up the ground between 
the two to be an inch or two ahead at 
the finish line for second. Neither 
was sure who had taken the position 
until they were interviewed. Shobert 
and Springsteen came home fourth 
and fifth while Evans took sixth 
away from Parker two laps from the 
end and then held him off to the flag. 

“Hey, it's been three years since I 
won a National and it really feels 
good," said Morehead. “I knew once 
I got the lead that I wasn't going to 
give it up." 

I think I could have put a move on 
Steve if I could have gotten around 
Scott earlier," said Boody. “The key 
was using a Carlisle front tire when 
nearly everyone else went with a 
Pirelli. Steve had the same combina- 
tion. When we came off the turns, the 
front end would track rather than 
skate so our drives were better." . 











I know I got second and I think 
Ted does also," said Pearson. “I can’t 
blame him for sticking with what the 
officials said. I can't say I'm unhappy 
with third, although second would 
have been better. I hope my good luck 
continues since I've been in winner's 
circle in the last three Nationals.

Bailey smokes 'em 
at Carlsbad

"Nothing could have gone any better,” 


said 


Honda's David Bailey after winning both 
motos of the Nissan United States Grand 
Prix of Motocross at Carlsbad Raceway in 


Carlsbad, California. Bailey 
came from fifth to claim the 
lead halfway through the first 


moto, then led most of the 
second round after a brief battle with 
Yamaha's Broc Glover, who was dis- 
qualified for riding backwards on the 
track after crashing. 

Europeans Georges Jobe and David 
Thorpe tied for second place points, 
each earning 30 for the day. Thorpe's 





4-2 finishes enabled him to pick up 
1l points on rival Andre Malherbe, 
who had an off day, finishing with a 
6-7 tally and 19 championship points. 

American Grand Prix contender 
Danny ''Magoo" Chandler encoun- 
tered mechanical troubles and failed 
to score any points. In the first moto 
his KTM's front disc brake locked on, 
and a broken shock sidelined him in 
the second round. 

In the 250cc Support class Honda's 
Johnny O'Mara had a perfect day,

leading both motos from start to fin- 
ish and beating Yamaha's Rick John- 
son.

Glover posted the fastest qualify- 
ing time in the morning and was at 
the front of the pack to the first turn, 
but it was Honda's Eric Geboers, 
Thorpe and Jobe leading out of the 
180° left-hander. Glover slid out and 
didn’t get going until he was nearly 
last. Honda’s Ron Lechien passed 
the three Europeans on the first lap 
and quickly opened up a good lead. 
Lechien led for the next two laps 
before going down on the third cir- 
cuit, bruising his shoulder and end- 
ing his day. Thorpe took over the 
lead and had Jobe in his shadow, 
while Geboers was a few seconds 
back in third just ahead of Bailey, 
Yamaha's Leif Persson, and Malherbe. 
Glover got on the gas after his spill in 
the first turn and moved into ninth. 
On the next lap Bailey got by Geboers, 
while Glover made his way to sixth. 
Out front, Jobe clung to Thorpe in a 
battle that would rage for the next 
several laps. Bailey closed in on this 
battle and, on lap seven, tried to over- 
take Jobe. Jobe would have none of it 
and shut Bailey off while continuing 
to pressure Thorpe for the lead. At 
mid-moto, Jobe finally took the lead 
from Thorpe, and Bailey also went 
by a short time later. Glover was in 
fourth and closing, while Honda’s 
Mike Fisher held fifth in front of 
Malherbe and Geboers. 

Bailey put the heat on Jobe, then 
passed him and went into first on lap 
12. Glover moved in on Thorpe and 
took third a couple of laps later, then 
proceeded to reel in and take second 
from Jobe. With only a few laps 
remaining, Glover was about 10 sec- 
onds behind Bailey but couldn’t close 
the gap before the finish. Bailey took 
the checkered flag with a comfortable 
lead over Glover, who finished sev- 
eral seconds ahead of Jobe. Thorpe 
came across fourth, well ahead of 
Fisher. Malherbe, Geboers, Persson, 
Billy Liles, (who crashed early in the 
race), and Greg Zitterkopf rounded out 
the top 10.

followed. In the third turn, both Bai- 
ley and Glover sandwiched Thorpe 
and went by with Bailey taking the 
lead. Glover pulled in behind just 
ahead of Thorpe, Yamaha support 
rider Scott Manning, Liles, Kurt 
Nicoll and Fisher. 

“I knew I had to stay in front of 
Broc for at least a couple of laps to - 
throw him off," said Bailey.

Glover 
recovered in time to keep second ahead ` 
of Thorpe, who had just broken clear 
of Fisher when the latter also fell in a 
turn. Jobe, Nicoll and Liles went by 
as Fisher got going again just ahead: 
of Manning. Two laps later Glover 
crashed hard while chasing Bailey, 
losing his position to Thorpe and 
Jobe as he slowly got up. Bailey was 
left with a huge lead over the Euro- 
peans, while Glover had to contend 
with Liles and Fisher for the fourth 
position. At the halfway mark, Glover 
picked up his расе and moved away 
from Liles but was still way behind 
Jobe. Up.front Bailey enjoyed a 
healthy lead — over 30 seconds — on 
second place Thorpe. 

Bailey continued to stretch his lead 
in the second half of the race, and 
Thorpe maintained a 10 second cush- 
ion over Jobe.

Glover didn't think the protest was 
legitimate.

“I was stuck on 
the side of the hill, the bike was faced 
backwards; I had to coast down to 
start the bike up. It was only prob- 
ably 15 yards and I was off to the side 
of the course.” 

“I learned my lesson last year about 
trying to go really fast," said Bailey 
referring to his crushed wheel and 
crash while leading here a year ago. 
“This year I took a real conservative 
approach ...] wanted to win this 
race."

TRASK MOUNTAIN, OR, JUNE 22-23 


Fritz Kadlec, riding a 250WRX Husqvarna, 
clinched a spot on the U.S. Team to compete 
in Spain for the International Six Day 
Enduro, by capturing the overall and 250cc 


class win at Trask. Another 
Husky rider, Ford Tannock, 
finished a close 10.4 points 
behind Kadlec, 1572.10-1582.5, 
for second overall and the 125cc win, 
while Honda CR500-mounted Ron 
Naylor finished third overall with 
1589.95 points. 

Unlike Trask events in the past, 
this one was held at the Flying ‘M’ 
Ranch during dry and warm weather 
conditions making some sections of 
the 252-mile course unusually dusty. 
Because of this, the time schedule was 
fairly slow and easy to maintain, so 
not very many points were lost on the 
trail for most riders. Results were 
pretty much decided entirely in the 
special test sections that included two 
acceleration, four grass track and one 
motocross tests. 

Day one had two loops that equalled 
152 miles, and at the end of the first 





day, it was National Enduro Cham- 
pion, Terry Cunningham, with the 
least amount of points lost; however, 
he took a DNF on day two. Cun- 
ningham, who was riding a one-race 
old, 1986 prototype 430AE automatic 
Husky, drained his transmission of 
oil at the end of the first day but for- 
got to refill it the next morning — it 
didn’t take long before it seized. This 
means that Cunningham has not yet 
officially qualified for the Trophy 
Team; he also took a DNF at Rose 
City, two weeks ago when he broke a 
wheel on his 125cc Husky. 
Cunningham had the lowest first 
day score at 468.95, while Kadlec 
came in at 472 and Naylor at 479.2, 
none of which lost any points on the 
trail. Tannoch had a low 469.2 score 
but the 125cc class was scored slightly 
different from the rest because of a 
protest that was filed later on. All of 
these riders managed to start their

bikes and hit the trail on time Sunday 
morning, except 500cc four-stroke 
leader, John Haaker, who was riding 
a510TX Husky. His bike didn’t want 
to start and had to push it the first 60 
feet, losing 60 points in the process. 
Shortly after the start, Cunningham 
came to a halt and walked back to the 
pits. 

Meanwhile, Tannoch and Jim Nor- 
ris were involved in a close points 
dice on 125s; Norris riding a Suzuki 
RM125. He already qualified for 
Spain by winning the 125cc class in 
Michigan. Brian Mull wasn’t far be- 
hind in third. 

Day two (100 miles) went smoothly 
for the leaders on the trail; none of 
them lost any route points, so it was 
the special test sections where the 
race was won or lost. Early number 
riders were at a disadvantage in the 
morning grass special test, especially 
on the first day, because the grass was 
still wet and slick. For this reason, 
Mull protested saying that Tannoch 
had a high number and had ‘the 
advantage on the grass track, since 
Mull had an early number. His pro- 
test was granted and Saturday’s first 
grass times were thrown out, and the 
afternoon times doubled for the 125s 
only. This did not, however, change 
the final results standings. 

Four riders tied for the lowest grass 
track times Sunday at 205: Naylor, 
Dave Bertram, Billy Fulmer and 
Haaker. All of these times came on 
their second, afternoon run. 

The last special test was the moto- 
cross section that made two laps 
around the grass track, seven riders at 
atime. This is where Kadlec smoked 
the field with the fastest time, losing 
658 points, while Haaker came in 
second at 663. Naylor lost 664 points, 
while Tannoch took top honors in 
the 125s with 678. 

Mark Hynes had consistently low 
special test times and ended up tak- 
ing second in the 250cc class at 1624.85 
points, only 52.75 behind Kadlec. 
Fred Hoess rounded out the top three 
after totaling 1642.60 points. 

Husky rider, Dave Bertram, finished 
only 1€ points back of Naylor to 
take second in the 500cc class, while 
Yamaha-mounted Fulmer settled for 
third. Honda support rider Drew 
Smith was fourth at the end of day 





one and stayed in that position fol- 
lowing day two. He lost 1634.85 
points. Taking second to Haaker in 
the four-stroke class was Joe Cop- 
page at 1689.45, followed by Robert 
Pierce at 1711.05, despite losing p 
route points on day two.

me. “His favorite bike was that Indian 
Chief chopper." I flipped through 
the glossy pages of the overpriced 
($20) Official Souvenir Steve Mc- 
Queen Estate Auction catalogue, and 
finally located the particular Indian. 

Zounds? My heart immediately went 
into depressive spasms. This was no 
pristine hunk of machinery. The 
Indian was a battered 1947 semi- 
motorcycle, chopped and butchered 
to the point of no return. Dingy- 
white (what might have once been 
pearlescent), there was more rust than 
motorcycle. The tank was dented. 
The front tire was flat. The seat was 
ripped. The saddlebags looked green 
with mold. Having floppy-looking 
extended front forks, an oil-soaked 
engine and loose wires everywhere, 
McQueen's favorite Indian was a ver- 
itable wreck. 

"Yep," Ekins continued while I 
stared in horror at the ugliest bike in 
the catalogue, "It was his favorite 
bike. He used to call it his Rat Bike. 
He'd ride it up to the Rock Store. So 
he wouldn't be recognized he'd put 
on his white stroker cap, dark glasses, 
throw a bedroll on the front and take 
off for the weekend. Nobody'd pay 
any attention to him. He didn't res- 
tore the Indian. He didn't work on it 
atall. That's why it was his Rat Bike. 
Hell, you give him a screwdriver, 
he'd cut himself." 

Not be recognized? No wonder! 
McQueen would ride up and park the 
wheezing Indian, and other motor- 
cyclists would run backwards, 
screaming in horror and holding up 
crossed open-end wrenches to ward 
off the demon! Even the low-mainten- 
ance types who never adjust their 
chains would look askance at the 
Indian, which probably hadn't had 
an oil change since 1952. (Ekins did 
explain that McQueen was a pro 
when it came to tire changes.) 

Ekin's story about the Indian was 
the cloth that eventually went into 
the McQueen tapestry: To hell with 
film-strip heroes who can field-strip 
a motorcycle in 30 seconds flat, all the 
while making out with 12 alternat- 
ing heroines. McQueen's cutting 
himself silly on a dull screwdriver 
means a lot more. Ekins succeeded in 

. making the private McQueen I'd not 
known, come to life. I could envision 
McQueen sitting on a rock up Mul- 
holland, sipping a Cold One wrapped 
in a brown paper bag, McQueen eye- 
ing the sport-squids and Harley 
machismos, a quintessentially cool 
McQueen peering out from beneath 
the brim of his white stroker cap, 





maybe thinking about making a Great 
Escape from Hollywood, getting out 
the Indian, the bedroll, and blowing 
smoke across the Mojave. 

Las Vegas itself, however, was the 
gateway to debacle. I lodged at the 
Imperial Palace Hotel and Casino, 
and my room quickly became the 
nerve center for those other few motor- 
cycle reporters unlucky enough to 
have drawn Thanksgiving duty, who 
were in a foul mood and needed a 
room besides their own to destroy. 

The immediate consensus was that 
the auction story would be a yawner, 
ranking alongside reportage of the 
industry's newest chain lube. It was 
only Friday afternoon, with no foot- 
ball games on the tube, miserly 
expense accounts, all of us knowing 
that Saturday's auction would see 
McQueen memorabilia — but no 
motorcycles until Sunday. Most of 
the journalists had already dumped 
their $10 worth of nickels into the 
slots, and left to our own conversa- 
tions we gagged on the idea of writ- 
ing about how great each bike was 
and how much it sold for. By early 
Friday evening, none of this elite 
group cared about the auction story, 
and the biggest problem was what to 
do for fun. 


(This is where Evelyn the $200 
Redheaded hooker fits in, so get your 
editor's pinking shears ready. AI- 
though you've established yourself as 
ajournalist-provocateur, and though 
a modicum of good taste and desire to 
protect the identity of the reporter in 
delicto keeps me from fleshing out 
scurrilous descriptive passages, I 
doubt even you have the temerity to 
print this particular, seren-dipitous 
nuance.) 

Where Evelyn was concerned, ****** 
was tbeonly reporter who had a spare 
$200 and who got to know the bell 
captain on a first-name basis, Mostly, 
жеж figured McQueen was a hell 
of a guy who wouldn't have wanted 
eee to spend Thanksgiving Week- 
end alone. As ****** later said, “Таа 
it as a tribute to McQueen.” 

But Evelyn's primary social con- 
tribution was to vicariously breathe 
life into an otherwise dead bunch. 
On Saturday morning, the motor- 
cycle press corps were dozing in the 
reporters' gallery, but as soon as word 
about Evelyn made the circuit, the 
hot topic was how to devise a fool- 
proof method of expense-accounting 
Evelyn to ******'s magazine. We had 
already artfully contrived to charge 
off ****''s $35 quart of Crown Royal 
he'd ordered up from room service. 
But disguising a $200 out-of-pocket 
cash disbursement with no receipt 
was an altogether different matter.

J*rry Sm*th of R*der magazine was 
the most vociferous advocate, insist- 
ing that ******’s motorcycle might 
have serious-and-mysterious clutch 
basket problems on thereturn to L.A. 
B*ll St*rm*r, though, worried about 
the probabilities of ******’s being 
caught in flagrante. M*ch**] P*ns, a 
young and eager freelance ph*t*- 
gr*ph*r, pondered whether or not a 
clutch basket was worth $400. 

(Just remember, as you're madly 
snipping away: Redheaded hookers 
ride motorcycles, too, and we're talk- 
ing about Real Life Journalism.) 

The McQueen auction story con- 
tinued to pitch toward General Deb- 
acle (ret.). Saturday's auction con- 
sisted of ashtrays, dime-a-dozen 
photos, road signs and bread boxes. I 
was eager to pursue bits of the public 
McQueen legend by interviewing 
some of the bidders, but a reception- 
ist at that other motorcycle magazine 
had forgotten to obtain a bidder's 
pass for me. There was, of course, the 
Peanut Gallery, a press-only balcony 
overlooking the ampitheatre where 
bidders sucked down free Bloody 
Marys, but by the time I arrived at the 
press booth the other journalists had 
eaten all the free blueberry Danish 
and were dozing with muffin crumbs 
in their beards. So, because of the lack 
of free food, I wandered down to the 
bidder's bowl. Without my having a 
pass, the security guard refused my 
entrance. I finally succeeded in 
obtaining a pass by pretending I was 
Bud Ekin's second cousin. 

... Апа presently sank into the 
pillowy depths of a naugahyde, 
diamond-tuck-and-roll booth in the 
ampitheatre (where at night the 
Imperial Palace presented an extra- 
vaganza of Buddy Holly, Elvis and 
Marilyn Monroe impersonators). This 
was M-O-N-E-Y, at least in the pocket- 
books of those who were bidding. I 
saw more diamond rings than you 
have endurance racing trophies, and 
most of the diamonds were bigger 
than most of your trophies. It was 
especially depressing for an underpaid 





motorcycle jounalist to watch the 
gaggle of tuxedoed auctioneers titil- 
late a bidder into buying McQueen's 
Towering Inferno hat for $1,900. This 
was the “tweedy suit set," a hotel 
employee described, people who toss- 
ed away money like confetti, every- 
one vying for a piece of McQueen like 
so many vultures pecking away at the 
bones of a legend. It was an absurd 
gathering of American Nouveau 
Riche, and if there were any non- 
ersatz collectors there on Saturday, I 
did not recognize them. No, these 
struck me as old groupies who'd 
come for a piece of The Star as 
though to promote their own faint 
legacies. (Perhaps, I thought, Sunday 
would be better.) 

Nope. The debacle worsened Sat- 
urday night. I spent the remainder of 
the day musing over what I knew to 
be a story with serious internal con- 
flicts. The spiked $1000 photograph 
was only the beginning. On the one 
hand was the purity of an off-screen 
McQueen. On the other was this nau- 
seating Las Vegas spectacle. Even the 
idea of expense-accounting a buffet 
dinner failed to cheer me up. Over a 
plate of beef Stroganov, I lamented to 
photographer Pons that not only had 
the other journalists guzzled down 
my entire quart of Crown Royal, but 
I'd also won and then lost several 
hundred dollars at the blackjack table. 
Surely, the Harley couldn't have two 
broken clutch baskets on the same 
trip. 

When suddenly! Deus ex machina! 
Even as the check arrived my internal 
organs began to pipe their discont- 
ent. I know as well as any tireless 
journalist the old Get-Sick-And- 
Disappear-When-The-Check-Arrives 
ploy, but this attack was unmistak- 
ably a genuine blitzkrieg. Pons, of 
course, thought I'd run off so as to 
gore him with the check, but he, too, 
was stricken within an hour. 

Sunday morning witnessed a shout- 
ing match between myself and some 
minor functionary of the hotel, who

The story of E.T. 


Edward Turner, Triumph designer and visionary

On his 1946 visit to California, E.T. was 
photographed with film star Rita Hayworth 
adorning a Triumph and the picture hung 
over his Meriden desk for many years. It was 


in September 1946 that a Tri- 
umph won the first postwar 
Manx Grand Prix and this cre- 
ated for E. T. a problem situa- 
uon which was to rebound unplea- 
santly the following year. The 
fine Irish rider Ernie Lyons who had 
raced his own Triumphs successfully, 
asked E.T. for help with a machine 
for the Manx classic. The Irish charm 
persuaded E.T. to have a Tiger 100 
prepared by Freddie Clarke the chief 
development engineer who had him- 
self achieved many race records on 
Triumphs and had built a very quick 
engine without E.T.'s knowledge or 
approval. It was based on the 30 
cubic-inch light alloy twin which 
powered the wartime generator unit 
used for starting aircraft engines. 
Lyons won the race and beat 64 Nor- 
tons, which should have pleased E.T., 





but had the opposite effect and caused 
such trouble for Clarke that he left 
Meriden for AJS where he developed 
their first twin on which he was 
killed a year later. 

Meanwhile, E.T. reluctantly gave 
way to the pressure demand for Grand 
Prix replicas and a limited number 
were made in 1947. Six challenged 
Norton's domination of the Isle of 
Man TT races in June and all went 
out with wrecked engines by half dis- 
tance. The higher speeds of the TT 
were too much for the plunger type 
oil pump and its lubrication system. 
E.T. never changed over to the more 
positive gear-driven pump and the 
plunger type remained the one inade- 
quate component of his engines when 
they were tuned to produce more 
power than their design intended. He 
enjoyed the racing scene but kept the 
factory away from it as far as any 





direct involvement was concerned. 
His policy was maximum produc- 
tion of catalog models, although to 
these he later added the lucrative bus- 
iness of police and military machines. 

In the early part of 1949 I was 
instructed to take my Speed Twin to 
the factory development department 
for a new engine to be installed. 
Although I had to buy a new machine 
each year for my roadman traveling, 
my 50,000 annual miles were used by 
E.T. for testing anything new. The 
replacement motor was the prototype 
of the 40 cubic-inch unit and a few 
months later I was given responsibil- 
ity for organizing the demonstration 
at the Montlhery track in France 
which launched the new model. E.T. 
named the machine the Thunderbird, 
which at that time seemed a strange 
title but proved to be ideal for the 
American market at which it was 
aimed. Bill Johnson wanted a higher 
performance cycle, and E. T. produced 
it. The demonstration debut was 
highly successful with three fully- 
equipped machines each covering 
500 miles at more than 92 mph and 
the last lap at over 100. Press and 
radio publicity was excellent, and 
when we rode back to the factory two 
days later Thunderbirds were com- 
ing off the assembly line and into the 
packing cases for America. I bought 
one of the three machines and rode it 
for another 50,000 miles. 

The factory was now working 
around the clock ón production of the 
two 30 cubic-inch and the new twins, 








plus the military side-valve model 
which was exported in large numbers. 
The business in the States had become 
bigger than Johnson Motors could 
handle from the Pasadena base and 
E.T. decided to set up an organiza- 
tion on the eastern side of the coun- 
try. Heconsulted Percival White who 
was president of a leading market 
research corporation, and a keen rider. 
He agreed that the project should go 
ahead but did not expect to lose his 
vice-president Denis McCormack in 
the process. Denis, who was born in 
Coventry, was the ideal man to head 
thenew Triumph Corporation which 
commenced operations in 1951. He 
recruited a first class staff of proven 
experience, including service manager 
Rod Coates, the Daytona 100 winner 
on Triumph, and Jack Mercer who 
came from the Hap Alzina BSA im- 
porting outfit. Jack has been described 
as "the roadman extraordinary," he 
still gets around on two wheels and 
we have regular correspondence. Bill 
Johnson was not overjoyed with the 
Triumph Corporation development 
but accepted the E.T. persuasion that 
it was necessary and from then on- 
wards there was a good relationship 
between Pasadena and the Corpora- 
tion founded at Baltimore, Maryland 
in fine premises. 

The other major development in 
1951 was a great shock to everyone at 
Meriden. Sangster called a meeting of 
the senior staff and announced that 
he had sold the company to the BSA 
Group. The reason given was to pro- 
tect the assets against the heavy taxa- 
tion which would be imposed when 
he died, and those assets comprised 
the bulk of his wealth. A sound 
enough reason and it may have been 
true but there were other ways of 
achieving the same object and pre- 
serving the proud independence of 
the factory. The sale gave him the 
then equivalent of $10 million plus a 
seat on the BSA Group board which 
was headed by Sir Bernard Docker. 
Within five years Sir Bernard was out 
and Sangster took his place. It is 
unlikely that E.T. approved of the 
sale, but he had made sure of his own 
financial reward by patenting his 
designs under the business name of 
E.T. Developments, and BSA had to 
pay a lot of money for them. The 
figure of $1 million has often been 
mentioned. Under E.T.'s leadership 
Triumph prestige and products had 
always been well ahead of the BSA 
competition and we were apprehen- 
sive about the effects of the takeover. 
However, we were assured that Mer- 
iden would remain independent and 
that E.T. would continue in sole 
command. The promise was kept for 
nine years. 


In 1953 the lightweight Triumph 
Terrier was introduced with a nine 
cubic-inch OHV engine in unit con- 
struction with the gearbox. It was 
E.T.’s first incursion into the small 
machine market and well illustrated 
his axiom of getting the most out of 
the least metal. The morning after a 
long night ride on the prototype, I 
reported to him that he had achieved 
the ultimate in the ratio of perfor- 
mance to weight as in the darkness I 
imagined I could see the glow of the- 
piston crown. The hard-working Ter- 
rier was superseded by a 12 cubic- 
inch version named the Tiger Cub 
which sold very well and I negotiated 
a contract with the French Army for 
4,000. 

The year 1956 saw the introduction 
of another and very successful E.T. 
twin, the 21 cubic-inch model which 
was named the Twenty-One to com- 
memorate the anniversary year of the 
company. Its combined engine and 
gearbox design was later used for the 
Speed Twin and Tiger 100 replace- 
ments of the originals which had 








been overshadowed by the Thunder- 
bird and its derivative the Tiger 110. 

In the same year, 1956, there were 
two more events which were to have 
an important impact on Meriden. 
First, Sangster replaced Docker as 
boss of theentire BSA Group of com- 
panies which had a wide spread of 
factories making guns, machine tools, 
steel and motorcycles. The future of 
the Group was in good hands and 
made excellent progress from the 
unsatisfactory position it was in when 
he took control. The other event took 
place far away from England on the 
salt flats at Bonneville, Utah where 
three Texans with their Thunderbird- 
powered streamliner broke the world 
speed record which had just been es- 
tablished by a German team with a 
supercharged NSU. Veteran airline 
pilot Stormy Mangham thought up 
the idea of putting the machine into a 
Mustang fighter droptank, ace tuner 
Jack Wilson prepared it with more 
power output than even E.T. would 
have thought possible, and Johnny 


Allen was the driver of the Texan’ 


Cigar as it was later known. The 
NSU team left the salt to the Texans 
and departed for Germany where, at 
the Cologne international exhibition, 
their world record publicity had been 
pre-planned. The plans were prema- 
ture, for in the early morning of Sep- 
tember 6 Johnny Allen did a two-way 
run through the Bonneville mile at 
an average of 214.40 mph to establish 
six world and two American records. 
Having earlier been appointed inter- 
national sales manager, I was closely 
involved with the Texans and their 
sponsors Johnson Motors, and I trea- 
sure the certificate of appreciation 
given to me by the crew. The machine 
was flown to England for exhibition 
at the London Show in November, 
and Allen came also with Wilson. It 
seemed to me that the company should 
commemorate the record with a new 
model toreplace the Tiger 110, which 
had been designed more as a fast 
tourer than a sports machine. I took 
the well-known risk of approaching 
E.T. with such an idea and suggested 
a two-carburetor 40 cubic-inch motor 
installed in a sporting-styled chassis 
with a two tone color scheme of salt 
white and Utah sky blue, the name 
to be the Bonneville. E. T. did not like 
two carburetors because of air filter 
problems, but I told him that each of 
my Triumphs had done 50,000 miles 
without filters. I was careful to add 
that I was sure he had already thought 
up the idea of a new model called the 
Bonneville. It went into production 
in September 1957 and rapidly became 
the top seller in the industry. 

In 1960, less than four years after 





Sangster took over as head of the BSA 
Group, record profits were announced 
and he chose this time to step down 
one place and bring in a new chief. 
His initials were also E.T., an ac- 
countant named Eric Turner, and the 
change proved to be the commence- 
ment of the decline in the Group bus- 
iness. I received Sangster and the new 
man at a racetrack near Coventy 
where all the Triumph, BSA and 
Ariel models were paraded for inspec- 
tion and Group executives introduced. 
Eric, who had come from the aircraft 
industry, could not understand why 
the range of machines should not be 
rationalized with the only differences 
being the marque badges on the tanks. 
He was frank enough to say that he 
did not like motorcycles, and my own 
conversation with him was somewhat 
unfriendly. When the new appoint- 
ment was announced, the other E.T. 
was away in Australia and when he 
came back he was given the position 
of Automotive Division boss, not a 
responsibility he welcomed. He had 
made Triumph a highly successful 
company and did not like the pros- 
pect of starting over again to reshape 
not only the BSA and Ariel outfits, 
but the Daimler plant with its loss- 
making car and bus manufacture. 
However, he enjoyed working on the 
design of a new range of Daimler 
engines with V-8 configuration. The 
first was a 2.5-liter motor with cylinder 
geometry very similar to the Bonne- 
ville and the prototype was tested 
with eight motorcycle carburetors. 
'The new car was a sports model with 
a fiberglass body designed by E.T. 
and it went into production very 
quickly. Next came the 4.5-liter de- 
luxe saloon called the Majestic which 
was in the Rolls-Royce class. Within 
two years the Daimler company was 
in the profit league and was promptly 
sold to Jaguar. The Ariel factory 
closed down and operations were 
moved to the BSA plant in Birming- 
ham where they did not survive for 
very long. 

Meanwhile, E.T. visited Japan to 
look at the progress of the motorcycle 
industry there, and was shown around 
the Honda, Suzuki and Yamaha fac- 
tories. This was in 1960 and the com- 
prehensive report which he presented 
to the BSA Group directors was more 
than adequate warning of the Japan- 
ese domination to come. Honda alone 
was producing double the British 
total. E.T. accurately forecast the 
situation which in fact happened 
later and he made strong recommen- 
dations aimed at preserving the Brit- 
ish industry. They were ignored, but 
in fact it is unlikely that anything 
could be done to save Triumph and

BSA unless they had been taken out 
of the Group and production concen- 
trated at Meriden under E.T. He de- 
signed a new 21 cubic-inch twin with 
overhead camshaft motor for manu- 
facture at Meriden and I rode the 
prototype. It was E.T. at his best and 
was as fast as the Bonneville, but he 
would not accept the ultimatum that 
it had to be made partly at Birming- 
ham, partly at the Group factory 
some miles away and the rest at Mer- 
iden. That was the end of the final 
effort by the one man capable of mak- 
ing a machine which would have 
survived into the era of the '70s. He 
resigned from his divisional director- 
ship in 1964, and although he con- 
tinued as a Group director, he was 
lost to Triumph and could take no 
part in preventing the policies which 
were ultimately to lead to disaster. 
'The momentum which he had cre- 
ated at Meriden continued for several 
years, but the factory came under the 
control of management which had 
no previous experience of the indus- 
try and which was concerned only 
with increasing output at the cost of 
lower quality. Pride in the product 
deteriorated and a policy of rationali- 
zation with BSA twins accelerated the 
downward trend of Triumph iden- 
tity. Production of the Tiger Cub was 
moved to the BSA factory where it 
soon died. The Group headed for 
financial trouble with its loss-mak- 
ing guns and machine tool plants 
and Triumph income was raided 
weekly. Sangster and E.T. tried un- 
successfully to change the policies 
which they had consistently opposed, 
but they were outnumbered by those 
members of the board who were con- 
tent to go along with the man whom 
Sangster had appointed in the record- 
profit year of 1960. The remarkable 
Sangster/Turner partnership which 
had taken the British mótorcycle in- 
dustry through so many successful 
years, did not want to be around for 
its decline and final collapse. The 





two men resigned in 1967 and three 
years later the BSA Group hurried 
down the road to bankruptcy with a 
trading loss of $30 million. This sig- 
nalled the end of the BSA and Tri- 
umph factories and the death of a 
once-proud industry. 

At the age of 66, E. T. retired to his 
home in the Surrey woods to the south 
of London and continued to apply 
his inventive brain to motorcycle 
design, but regrettably his advanced 
creations went no further. They could 
have saved Meriden from the demoli- 
tion gang had they been welcomed by 
Dennis Poore, the chief of the Norton 
group of companies, who took over 
the wrecked BSA organization with 
the help of Government money in 
1973. He chose instead to close Mer- 
iden and start a war with the em- 
ployees which ended in defeat for 
both sides. The factory has now gone 
and in its place are ugly houses. 

By a curiously sad coincidence, the 
press announcement of the Meriden 
closure was made as E. T. died in the 
autumn of 1973. On my desk, as I 
write this tribute to him, I look at a 
letter which he wrote in August of 
that year to our friends in Denmark 
who he had just visited. With him 
washis son Edward Jr., who inherited 
his father's affection for America and 
has lived there for some years. The 
letter ended by saying that he would 
write again soon after a business trip 
to Switzerland. 

He did not live long enough to 
make it and died suddenly at his 
home while entertaining friends, and 
with many of his old Triumph staff, I 
went to his funeral at the invitation 
of Jack Sangster. We recalled the 
happy days at Meriden with E.T. and 
I quoted the words he said to me one 
evening when he was giving his views 
on life's expectations. “It is my inten- 
tion to live until Iam 92 years old and 
then be shot by a jealous husand."'

Thorpe wins Dutch GP

VALKENSWAARD, HOLLAND, JUNE 16 

David Thorpe, the man they said couldn't 
ride sand, laid the painful memories of Norg 
in 1982 to rest on Sunday with a resounding 
win in the Dutch GP at the torturous Val- 


kenswaard track. It was a jubi- 
lant 22-year-old Brit who flew 
to America the following morn- 
ing to prepare for the U.S. GP 
at Carlsbad with a five-point lead 
over archrival Andre Mahlerbe in the 
title chase. 

Narrowly beaten by title holder 
Malherbe in moto one, Thorpe thump- 
ed his handlebars in frustration as he 
crossed the line. “Andre spent most 
of the race studying my lines and 
used a combination of the best of 
mine and the best of his when he got 
past with two laps to go. Once he was 
in front I could see his lines; one 
more lap and I'd have had him back,” 
said Thorpe after the opening moto. 

'There was never any doubt about 
the winner of moto two as Honda- 
mounted Thorpe led all the way and 
Malherbe, also Honda-mounted, had 
to put in a demoniac ride to make it 
up to fourth after going down in the 
first right-hander and again halfway 
round the first lap. 

Thorpe apart, the GP was domi- 
nated by Benelux riders on what was 
to them familiar terrain, but another 





point scoring hero from Britain was 
Kurt Nicoll, who surrendered fourth 
in the point standings to Georges 
Jobe but went home with the satisfac- 
tion that the 11 points he scored on 
Sunday, while less than he is used to 
are still 11 more than he has ever 
scored before in Holland. 

The first moto had to rate as a can- 
didate for “Race of the Century" as 
Honda's two title contenders fought 
a bitter, at times brutal, duel with 
sand king Andre Vromans right there 
with them for most of the race. 

Initial leader David Watson was 
already down to seventh by the end of 
the first lap; the Brit was not enjoy- 
ing the racing one bit after suffering 
from food poisoning since Spain, 
andit was Toon Karsmakers who led 
the world to the delight of the home 
crowd. 

His glory was short lived as igni- 
tion failure on lap two eliminated the 
Dutch champ while Jobe was unable 
to stay on the pace, though secure in 
fourth. 

On the third lap the Honda riders 
demoted Vromans at the front. Know- 
ing that the title will go to one of

them, Thorpe and Malherbe fought a 
savage battle for half the race. Time 
after time the Belgian got alongside 
"Thorpe, but only on the sixth of 19 
laps was he officially in front. Even 
then Thorpe cut his way past again 
two corners later. 

After 25 minutes it was Vroman's 
turn to take up the challenge and for 
a time Malherbe seemed to be losing 
contact, but the wily World Cham- 
pion was just circulating far enough 
back to avoid the dirt from his rivals' 
rear wheels while studying the lines 
of both. 

With but five minutes to go until 
thetwo-lap board would be displayed, 
Vromans had used up all of his tear- 
offs and dropped back with impaired 
vision. The timing was perfect for 
Malherbe, who was starting to charge 
again. 

Two laps from the end Malherbe 
pounced again and, although Thorpe 
caught him again half a lap from the 
end, victory was his. 

Behind the big four, Jobe having 
taken advantage of Vromans' prob- 
lems to snatch third, only Nicoll and 
Kurt Ljungqvist could split the Ben- 
elux riders. 

Moto two was a different story with 
Malherbe losing the front wheel in 
the first turn, and completing the lap 
28th after going down again when he 
was already down to 14th halfway 
round. With Malherbe's misfortune, 
Thorpe’s second GP victory of the 
year was in the bag from the word go. 

Gerard Rond initially led the rest 
and even when he got tired and 
dropped back, it took Jobe half the 
race to demote Leif Persson from 
second. The Swede was riding his 
best race of the year after going out of 
the first moto when his Yamaha's 
silencer was damaged in his second 
crash. He also showed a new-found 
strength in the closing laps to deny 
Malherbe third place. 

Vroman's hopes of another good 
score ended after 15 minutes with a 
broken rear wheel on his KTM when 
in third place, but Jo Martens repeated 
his earlier excellent ride and Johnny 
Ponjee looked set to once again be 
best Hollander until he crashed near 
the end and gave the honor to 
Karsmakers. 

American Danny Chandler took a 
few practice laps on his KTM on Sat- 
urday, but found his still ailing back 
prevented him from riding at any- 
where near a competitive pace. He 





left Holland Saturday evening for 
Great Britain, and word had it that he 
was headed home to California to 
recuperate. 

Also missing from Sunday's race 
was Erik Geboers who still holds 
third in the point standings. Geboers 
had a broken fibia and damaged ten- 
dons operated on the week prior to 
the Dutch GP. Geboers says he'll 
compete in the U.S. at the end of the 
month, although his doctors would 
like to see him spend a bit more time 
recuperating. 

With only the June 30 U.S. 500cc 
GP between today's Dutch GP and a 
return to his native soil in the July 14 
British GP, point standings leader 
"Thorpe couldn't have been happier. 
He celebrated by soaking the hun- 
dreds of British fans who surrounded 
him after the race with champagne 
—and the bubbly can never have 
tasted sweeter! e

250cc MX World Cham- 
pionship Series: Round 7 


Vimond 1-1 
in France; 


Lackey 
DNF

GIMONT, FRANCE, JUNE 16 
On Sunday the 250cc MX GP 
circuit reached France, home 








of title leader Jacky ““Maxium” 
Vimond. Hopes ran high for a 
great weekend. And in the race 
Yamaha-mounted Vimond did not 
let his public down, but the weather 
in the south of France most certainly 
did. 

Barely 10,000 hardy spectators 
turned out on a day of relentless rain 
which first transformed the superb 
hillside circuit at Gimont, 30 miles 
west of Toulouse, into a skating rink 
and subsequently a quagmire. Only 
Frenchman Vimond kept clean all 
day, a magnificent tribute to his 
technique throughout almost 96 
minutes of ruthlessly demanding 
motocross. 

Defending 250cc World Champion 
Heinz Kinigadner rode his works 
KTM as robustly as ever, but saw his 
challenge cheated by the wretched 
conditions. Gating desparately in 14th 
place, the Austrian hurled aside his 
goggles then passed 10 rivals before, 
blinded by mud, he crashed twice and 
had to pull out. Still in pain and 
dabbing a damaged left eye, Kin- 
igadner started moto two in tenth, 
stormed through to second and held 
Vimond's leading pace, albeit a min- 
ute adrift, from lap five to the end. 
Typically, the spirited champ had 
time to laugh, wave and poke out his 
tongue during the dreadful closing 
stages. 

Behind Kinigadner, late race drama 
involved his KTM teammate Arno 
Drechsel. For the second time the 
muscular Tyrolean pounced on fleet 
starting Patrick Fura on the last lap 
after a passionate pursuit. In the first 
moto, Drechsel had also overhauled 
Fura on their final circuit before the 
flagging Husqvarna rider fell and 
allowed Suzuki's Michele Rinaldi, 
stricken by a rear tire puncture, 
through into third place. 

But Vimond finished the moto two 
and a half minutes in front, lapping 
all but his closest three rivals to dis- 
prove the disquiet of those who feared 
he couldn't handle the pressure of 
national fervor! 

Drechsel's second overall lifts him 
above Kinigadner to second in the 
point standings, while Rinaldi re- 
established his claims with two solid 
rides. But Dutchman Gert-Jan van 
Doorn, fifth in race one, crashed his 
Honda early and critically pulled out 
of moto two. His decision to quit 
could prove costly. There were barely 
enough finishers to fill the points. 

Other prominent race crashers, as 
the rain poured down, included 
Swedes Anders Eriksson, Peter Hans- 
son and Leif Niklasson. 

Also joining the list of crashers was 
American Brad Lackey. The former 
500cc World Champion's return to 
GP racing "just for fun” sadly dis- 
solved into a pair of early DNFs for 
him and his Yamaha. 

The day will be remembered for 
the speed with which Vimond left 
everybody he lapped on his way to a 
perfect 1-1 day. Carried shoulder- 
high to the trophy presentation by 
delirious fans, the 23-year-old French- 
man was deservedly enjoying a day to 
be remembered. Despite that damned 
weather. е

Cycle Tech rolls 
at Pocono

LONG POND, PA, JUNE 15 


Cycle Tech Racing became the first repeat 
winner of the WERA Endurance Series by 
holding off 36 other teams for seven hours to 
take home the victory at Pocono International 


Raceway. David Aldana, John 
Kocinski and Joey Osowski 
piloted Cycle Tech's Fox/Arai/ 
Vance & Hines-backed Suzuki 
GSXR750 around the 2.8-mile Pocono 
circuit a total of 228 laps to complete 
640.4 miles. Speed Boys completed 
224 laps for second and Heschimura 
Racing I took third with 215 laps. 

The race was slated to be an eight- 
hour event, but was called complete 
after seven hours due to darkness and 
rain. 

Pocono is known as a high horse- 
power track and that reputation 
proved to be true as the powerful 
machines of Team Hammer, North- 
ridge Racing and Cycle Tech opened 


up a large lead early over the rest of _ 





the field. Russ Paulk for Hammer 
and Ralph Johnston Jr. for North- 
ridge were going at it like it was a 
sprint race. Cycle Tech’s Kocinski 
stayed just clear of the battle and it 
paid off. After only nine minutes of 
racing, Johnston tried to outbrake 
Paulk coming off the banking into 
the chicane, lost control and crashed. 

On the same lap, Paulk brought 
the Hammer Suzuki GS1150-based 
machine into the pits with a spark 
plug lead dangling. Both Northridge 
and Hammer quickly re-entered the 
race and had to play catch-up to 
Kocinski and Cycle Tech. 

X-Cel Racing, Z-P Racing and 
M&M racing were all in the early 
running for second before Paulk, 
running the Hammer Suzuki wide 





open, passed them all near the end of 
the first hour. 

At that time, Cycle Tech held a 
one-lap lead over Hammer, followed 
by Z-P Racing, M&M Racing and X- 
Cel Racing all on the same lap. 

In the second hour, Dave Schlosser 
powered the Hammer bike past Cycle 
Tech with Northridge fighting their 
way back into third after two first- 
hour crashes. Speed Boys worked 
their Yamaha into fourth after a slow 
first hour start. 

Tire wear became apparent during 
the third hour as several teams pitted 
for tire changes. Solmax Racing 
seemed well prepared for the change 
and took on new rubber, fuel and 
rider in one minute, 35 seconds, The 
quick change helped move Solmax 
up to fifth just behing C.G. Racing. 

Tim O’Kennedy was pacing the 
field on the Hammer machine when 
suddenly the bike came to a halt dur- 
ing the third hour. O’Kennedy pushed 
the bike back to the pits and the crew 
began a motor change which took 
one hour and dropped Hammer out 
of contention for the win. The team 
did re-enter the race and eventually 
finished 22nd. 

Cycle Tech held a comfortable four- 
lap lead over the second place battle 
between Speed Boys and С.С. Racing 
— both on Yamaha FZ750s — after 
Hammer's engine problems. 

Heading into the sixth hour, the 
skies became extremely dark and vis- 
ibility started to diminish. 

By this time, Aldana had put 
another lap between Cycle Tech and 
second place Speed Boys, while C.G. 
Racing was in a battle for third with 
Northridge. 

Northridge saw more of the bad 
luck which has plagued them through- 
out the series. Brakes were the culprit 
this time, as the crew had a difficult 
time getting new front pads in. 

'The two-bike team of Heschimura 
Racing began to make their presence 
felt as they moved their number one 
bike, a Honda 1000 Interceptor, up 
on the same lap as Speed Boys. 

It was raining on some parts of the 
track by the end of the sixth hour. 
The rain, combined with low visibil- 
ity, made for a dangerous combina- 
tion, especially for teams running 
slicks. The race was called at seven 
hours with Cycle Tech the winner. 

Behind Speed Boys and Heschimura 
I, Solmax Racing finished fourth to 
continue their string of top five fin- 
ishes. “I feel that consistency will pay 
off in the end, and we hope to have 
the Solmax Yamaha at the top by the 
end of the season,” said Solmax team 
captain Ronnie Bowen. 

Team Wanker again topped the 
Mediumweight Superbike class with 
a strong, consistent ride on their Tri- 
City Kawasaki-sponsored Ninja 600. 
Dick Blanton, Ken Welty and Dave 
Alley all credited quick pit stop work 
as the key to their edge on the track. 
The team has a pair of class wins and 
two second place finishes in class to 
their credit at this point in the series. 

Waiting for a stroke of luck paid 
off for the Mediumweight Produc- 
tion class winners, M&R Racing. 
"We were riding along at third in 
class for nearly the entire race,” said 
team captain Marc Lautzenhiser, 
"then the leading team blew an engine 
and the second place team crashed. 
We snuck right into the lead and the 
win." Jimmy East shared the riding 
chores with Lautzenhiser on the 
Condor Pool Supply/Marc's Motor- 
cycle Pickup Service-sponsored 
Suzuki GS550. е

insisted that 3,198 other diners were 
still vertical. This doubter was further 
unmoved by my plea that I'd dropped 
enough coin on the green baize to be 
a minor owner of the casino, and he 
refused my suggestion that a few 
complimentary chips might be in 
order. 

But the vitriol in my eye was tem- 
pered when I remembered this was 
Vegas, a city known for its Italianate 
Union. Etiquette demanded that I 
remain civilized ere I be dealt with as 
a crank or nuisance (journalists being 
both) and tossed out a window to see 
how well I fly. Though management 
was exquisitely polite, I gazed out the 
window of my room, and as I could 
hear my thighs bones cracking from 
the drop, it was small consolation 
this was a first-floor room with a 
three-faot drop to dewey grass. 

If you're lost in the maze, and can't 
connect bodily ills with the Steve 
McQueen auction, I'll turn on the 
flashlight: Because I was rendered 
into so much quivering flesh, I got to 
watch the Raider’s football game 
instead of attending the first hours of 
the rolling motorcycle parade. How- 
ever, my journalist’s long-distance 
ear informed me that the bidders were 
getting hosed, and they were doing it 
to themselves. It was devilishly clear 
the McQueen auction story wasn't 
going to reach the prints of darkness 
easily, and my roiling innards were 
symbolic of the story's turmoil. More 
to the point, the auction was so 
loathesome, I was glad to miss as 
much of it as possible. 

But duty trumpeted, and I finally 
resurrected myself, too late for free 
raspberry Danish. I tried focusing on 
the motorcycle circus, but my eyes 
refused to cooperate, and I noted only 
that a 1909 Pierce sold for $25,000 
and McQueen’s 1974 Yamaha enduro 
for $4,250, about 10 times its intrinsic 
worth. At this point, another jour- 
nalist called the auction a black 
comedy and wondered aloud if he 
could slip his own junker bike into 
the line-up. 

If you just want the straight facts, 
here they are: There were lots of old 
Indians and Harleys with a few odd 
brands tossed in, and they all sold for 
enormous sums of money. To be 
sure, there were many beautifully- 
restored vintage bikes, but their spar- 
kle was lost in the tawdriness of the 
wars. 

I did try to get into the spirit. The 
magazine had authorized $50 for 


any photos of McQueen aboard the 
Indian. chopper, but there were no 








such photos and nothing sold for as 
little as $50. However, company 
authorization to bid should never be 
wasted, and I exercised plenary pow- 
ers by raising five fingers for a 1936 
Indian, knowing I could expense 
account it by having another broken 
clutch basket. The five fingers, 
though, was taken to mean $5,000, 
and until I was outbid I knew it 
would be a slow trip back to L.A. 
with many broken clutch baskets. 


(By then, I was in the groove and 
made an opening bid of $50(000) on 
McQueen's prized Jaquar XK-SS. 
Fortunately, my bid was not heard, 
and the final selling price was 
$147,500.) 

I retired again to the hotel room. 
The acme of the motorcycle auction 
occurred while I was watching the 
Raider's kicker miss a 19-yard field 
goal: McQueen's '47 Indian chopper 
fell to the auctioneer’s gavel for $6,000. 
This had to be pre-ordained; some- 
one else besides Ekins and me knew 
this had been McQueen’s weekend 


-getaway bike. I soon heard that the 


Imperial Palace bought the Indian, 
with the intention of mounting a 
wax likeness of McQueen on it for 
display in the Palace’s museum. 
Rumor further says this is the same 
hall where Adolf Hitler resides in 
perpetuity. 

What an awful fate! McQueen 
stuffed with а smile forever carved 
into his cheeks, the cool squint-eyed 
look there to be seen by tourists from 
Nebraska on their way to Wally 
World. 

It wasan image that haunted me as 
I raced back across the Mojave to L.A. 
I sank into the gloom of knowing 
that two conflicung portraits of 
McQueen had emerged from the 
journalist’s hand. I'd come to learn 
about the public and private lives of 
Steve McQueen, and I left Las Vegas 
with a story marked like an intersec- 
tion with signs to the same town but 
pointing in different directions. 

Yet in retrospect, it was Ekin's des- 
criptions that haven't faded in time. 
Though I began the McQueen odys- 
sey with his films, to lionize The Star 
is to pursue shadows. No, the Mc- 
Queen memoriam is simply that he 
was a dedicated motorcyclist with a 
unique style, whether it be misfiring 
his way down some road on the 
junker Indian chopper, performing 
some unapproved, daredevil motor- 
cycle stunts behind the scenes, or cut- 
ting himself on a screwdriver. 

Next time you're at the Rock Store, 
hoist a brown-bagged Cold One in 
tribute to Steve McQueen, who once 
was one of us, e

McClure, Vance, 
Wills wail at 
Louisville 
SuperNationals

LOUISVILLE, KY, JUNE 15-16 


Jim McClure, the untiring campaigner of a 
Harley-Davidson Pro Dragster, got his first 
Pro Comp win in seven years of IDBA drag 
racing at the SuperNationals at Ohio Valley 


Raceway and did it the hard 
way. McClure qualified his 
Harley, sponsored by Master 
Performance Cycles, Spectro 


Oil, Primo Belt Drive and Rivera 
Engineering, in the fifth spot of the 
16-bike field with a 5.356 second pass 
on the eighth-mile track. The 43- 
year-old McClure not only had his 
Harley honkin’, — he cut the starting 
lights on every opponent he didn't 
have covered by at least two-tenths, 
and there was only one of those. His 
reaction times on the start were excep- 
tional. 

The Pro Comp final was between 
McClure and Bob Totty, on a Suzuki 
sponsored by Edwards Performance, 
Superbike Mike, Star Cycle, Falicon, 
Wiseco, Cam Motion, MRE and 


Howell Fuel. Totty was number six 
qualifier with a 5.398 time and had 
defeated the number two qualifier, 
Jerry Meyers, in the second round. 

When Totty and McClure staged 
for the final, McClure got out his axe 
for the fourth time and chopped 
down a .431 second reaction time to 
Totty’s .529, winning the race on the 
starting line. At the finish, it was 
McClure with a 5.33 second, 138.88 
mph winning run to Totty’s 5.38. 

Terry Vance qualified his Vance & 
Hines Suzuki in the number one spot 
with a new IDBA Pro Stock eighth- 
mile elapsed time record of 5.28, a 
full tenth ahead of his nearest com- 
petitor, David Schultz, and went on 
to win Pro Stock handily. 


Schultz, the number two qualifier 
on a Dave's Carburetor Service/MRE/ 
Tsubaki/Dyna Ignition-backed Kaw- 
asaki, lost in the first round when his 
engine bogged off the line. Vance met 
“Pizza John” Mafaro in the final. 

Mafaro, the number six qualifier, 
had ignition problems on his burn- 
out while staging for the final and 
pulled off the line with a red light to 
give Vance a solo for the win at 5.39. 

Vance left the meet with a new 
IDBA eighth-mile record of 5.28/ 
132.93 for the 660-foot measured dis- 
tance in addition to his Pro Stock 
win. 

'Top Fuel was a piece of cake for 
Sam Wills. His Purple People Eater 
Kawasaki, sponsored by Naff Rac- 
ing, Racing Innovations, Suncoast, 
APE, MTC, Falicon, MCU, Megacy- 
cle, Karata and Performance Machine, 
qualified in the number three spot 
with a 4.95, but he came back Sunday 





morning to run a 4.85 in the practice 
round. 

Wills met top qualifier Bob Malloy 
in the first round, but Malloy's Karata 
Kawasaki wasn't showing the form it 
had on Saturday. The Malloy ma- 
chine, sponsored by Karata, Falicon, 
IBCO, Web Cam, SBS and FBF, qual- 
ified at 4.87, but turned only a 5.36 
against Wills' 4.86 in the first round. 

First round action also saw Elmer 
Trett lay down a 4.96 with his Cos- 
worth Pistons/Primo Products/Per- 
formance Machine/Web .Cam/ 
Spectro/Trett’s Speed & Custom-spon- 
sored Kawasaki against Larry 
McBride's 5.26, on his Suzuki spon- 
sored by Pro Blend Chemical, Arais 
Racing Pistons, Maaco Auto Painting, 
Reidell Machine & Tool, and Tsubaki. 


McBride threw a drive belt on the 
run with Trett and when word came 
that Elmer was blown beyond repair, 
McBride offered to make a show run 
with Wills for the final so that the 
fans would see a side-by-side run. 
The fans got what they came for 
when Wills laid down a 5.05/163.63 
for the win. McBride was right beside 
him with a 5.02. 


The Funny Bike ranks were all 
shook up. The winner and runner- 
up were number three and four quali- 
fiers. Jon Baugh and George Bryce, 
the top two qualifiers, each lost out 
in the semis, so Bobby Baker and 
Gary Falta met on the final run. 

Baker was the number three quali- 
fier, putting his Martin Cycle, Star 
Cycle-sponsored Kawasaki in that 
position with a 5.03. Falta's spot was 
based on a 5.06 laid down in the 
second round of qualifying on his 
GP Kawasaki/Star Cycle-sponsored 
Kawasaki. In the run for the money, 
Baker laid down a 4.98/146.57 on a 
.529 reaction time to get the win 
against Falta's 5.12/135.54 on a .627 
reaction. 


The 1985 Sportsman Rider of the 
Year, Allen Mueller, won Competi- 
tion Eliminator with an almost per- 
fect reaction time of .502 (.501 is per- 
fect on a five-amber, five-tenths tree) 
for his 6.69 on a 6.55 F/F record. 
Mueller rides a Norton sponsored by 
Leo Goff Racing. Mueller outran 
Timothy Matthews and his Perform- 
ance Plus Engineering-sponsored 
Suzuki for the win. 

'The ET Bracket division was won 
by Rick Menckowski and his Pro 
Cycle/Rick's Drywall & Taping-spon- 
sored Suzuki with a 6.55 on a 6.54 
dial-in.

Notes jrom 
Yugoslavian RRGP 


By Peter Clifford 


Peter Clifford nosed around the pits at the Yugoslavian World Road Racing 
Grand Prix, picking up bits of racing and technical information as he went. 


This is his report . . . Editor. 


After the Belgian Formula One car Grand 
Prix was called off in the middle of practice 
because the circuit at Spa was breaking up, 
the motorcycle Grand Prix scheduled for 


July 7 has been very much in 
doubt. The 4.3-mile circuit was 
completely resurfaced before the 


car race but whereas their regu- 
lations state that the surface should 
not be changed within three months 
of the race, snow was still lying in 
that area in March and the resurfacing 
was done only weeks before the event, 
with a very-high-grip tarmac that is 
slow curing. 

The cars ripped up the circuit and 
as photographs shown to the riders 
in Rijeka showed there is no way that 
it could be raced on. The Belgian 
government had stepped in to provide 
the money and manpower to resurface 
the track again immediately but with 
normal tarmac which will not take 
long to cure. 

Luigi Brenni, President of the FIM 
Road Racing Committee, spoke with 
several of the riders and their repre- 
sentative Mike Trimby at Rijeka and 
agreed that there would be no Belgian 
GP unless the surface was good. 

So that the suitability of the track 
can be tested there will be a short 
practice session on the Tuesday before 
the Dutch TT which is one week 
before Spa so that the riders can try 
the track. The 500cc riders will then 
vote and the decision as to whether or 
not the event is held will depend on 
the majority. 

Paul Lewis gets Skoal Bandit ride 


The Skoal Bandit Grand Prix 
Team, running the Heron Suzuki 
carbon-fiber bike ridden by Rob 
McEInea, have signed Australian Paul 
Lewis to ride at Donington Park on 
July 22andat the British Grand Prix 
at Silverstone. 

Last year Lewis crashed at Silver- 
stone trying to stay ahead of McEInea 
but his firey and aggressive riding 
have attracted the attention of the 
team which is looking to strengthen 
their lineup. McElnea has scored 15

points so far this year and is tied for 
eighth place in the championship 
despite the fact that his Suzuki is well 
underpowered. 

The power disadvantage may also 
change as Suzuki has finally sent the 
British team the latest cylinders which 
the Italian HB Galina Suzuki Team 
have been running since the begin- 
ning of the year. 

The Italian Suzukis have been fast 
in a straight line even if the handling 
of the works aluminum frames has 
left a good deal to be desired. Doning- 
ton could well see two Green and 
White Skoal Bandit bikes battling for 
the lead with the Rothmans Hondas 
of Wayne Gardner and Ron Haslam 
after a somewhat frustrating season 
so far. 


Czechoslovakian RS500 
gearbox 

Boet van Dulmen has been using a 
Czechoslovakian gearbox in his RS500 
Honda since the German Grand Prix 
at Hockenheim. The Dutch privateer 
ordered the parts before the end of 
1984 when he was thinking of swap- 
ping from Suzuki to Honda. He did 
so because the Honda gearboxes at 
that time had a bad reputation for 
breaking and certainly the Czechoslo- 
vakian parts have proved very reliable. 

When Honda found out that he 
had the special piece they asked where 
they were made but the wily Dutch 
campaigner would not tell them. 
They then asked to be able to take 
them to Japan for closer scrutiny and 
van Dulmen told them that they were 
welcome to do so provided that they 
give him a works NS engine or at 
least some special parts in exchange. 

Honda did not go for that so they 
asked to buy them and they got the 
answer. “Yes certainly, in September.” 


Ekerold comeback 
Jon Ekerold, 350cc World Cham- 


pion in 1980, is poised to make a 
Grand Prix comeback in 1986. The 





South African is bored with life at 
home even though he has just opened 
up a motorcycle shop in Durban with 
recently-retired South African Super- 
bike Champion Rodney Grey. 

Ekerold is to form his own team 
and will bring with him a young 
South African so that he can pass on 
some of his hard-won experience as 
well as aiming to improve upon his 
total of seven Grand Prix wins. 


Cagiva debut 

Marco Lucchinelli rode the new V- 
four 500cc Cagiva in its first Grand 
Prix at Rijeka. The reed-valve-induc- 
поп bike looks very much like a 
Yamaha and it was suggested that 
Yamaha actually loaned one of their 
old engines to the Italian company to 
measure in the interest of keeping 
more manufacturers involed in 500cc 
Grand Prix racing. 

True or not, the Cagiva has the 
same reed-valve induction direct into 
the crank cases between the two banks 
of cylinders, which are 90? apart. The 
Cagiva isone step behind the Yamaha, 
though, in that it has an extra shaft 
between the two cranks which drives 
the water pump on its right hand 
end. The Yamaha has the waterpump 


underneath the engine and the two. 


cranks are much closer together, mak- 
ing for a more compact powerplant. 

'The fact that the two banks of 
cylinders are further apart can be seen 
from the point that the four carb 
chokes of the Yamaha are in line 
whereas the Cagiva has four separate 
Del'Ortos staggered two up and two 
down. 

Like the Yamaha, the Cagiva has 
exhaust power valves but these look 
like those used on the Yamahas two 
years ago. The frame, however, is 
similar to the latest Yamaha design 
with twin spars running either side 
of the engine. 

Luchinelli described the bike as 
promising. “I think that the bike can 
be good but at the moment we have 
many problems, small ones but 
many." He qualified 23rd with a time 
of 1:36.84, five seconds slower than 
Spencer. 


Pernod back 

The French Pernod team were back 
in action at Rijeka with Jean Francois 
Balde and Jacques Onda riding two 
different and much modified-ma- 
chines after missing the Italian and 
Austrian rounds because their disc- 
valve 250cc twins were uncompetitive. 
Again Chevallier, the French en- 
gineer, had been hired by the team for 
the first time this year to try, and 
breathe some life into a machine that 
apart from winning the ’83 British 
Grand Prix has had little success 
despite costing a fortune. 





Chevallier admits that he is in an 
almost impossible situation having 
inherited an uncompetitive engine 
design that is too wide and will not 
rev. In an attempt to solve both 
problems he built two different en- 
gines in the three-week break the 
team took before setting off for Yugo- 
slavia. 

The safest bet was to use proven 
cylinders and these are readily avail- 
able from Hans Hummel. They are 
the cylinders that all the Yamaha 
riders used last year including Sarron, 
who won the championship. 

'The major stumbling block was 
that they were built for a 56x50mm 
bore and stroke Yamaha engine and 
the Pernod is 54x54mm. Not daunted, 
Chevallier designed and built a new 
crank with a 54mm stroke that would 
fit theexisting cases. He broke several 
bearingsand cranks before making it 
work but while he was at it removed a 
major impediment to engine rpm, 
the all-ball bearings. 

Most cranks have a ball bearing on 
one end that locates it and the rest are 
rollers so that as the crank and the 
cases expand at different rates the 
rollers can slide sideways and take up 
the expansion. Chevallier suggests 
that in trying to expand the ball 
gearing crank has been partially seiz- 
ing and that explains why the bikes 
have always gone slower as the race 
progressed. 

The best Pernod engine Chevallier 
tested produced 66 bhp and no matter 
what he tried — huge exhaust ports 
or whatever exhaust pipes — he could 
not make it rev above 12,200 rpm so 
that despite the fact that the disc- 
valve engine made good torque the 
Hummel cylinder piston-port-induc- 
tion conversion made more power 
instantly, 79 bhp at 12,800. The third 
engine Chevallier made used the Per- 
nod cylinders but again avoided using 
the disc valve induction by hacksaw- 
ing holes in the top of the crank case 
and bonding in reed valves much in 
the same way as the latest 250cc 
Yamahas. This has the advantage of 
increased transfer port area but at the 
time of the Yugoslavia GP Chevallier 
had not had time to make a new roller 
bearing crank for this 54x54mm en- 
gine and the reed valves were creating 
carburetion problems that meant that 
although the engine was already pro- 
ducing 68 bhp, acceleration was a 
problem. 

The effort that Chevallier has put 
into the project is amazing but he 
inherited a poor design in the first 
place and that handicap may prevent 
him from achieving any real success. 
His frame for the 250 is a real work of 
art and although at first glance it 
looks like a tubular construction it is

883 Evolution 


Sportster

Throw a leg over the seat of the new 883, and 
there’s little doubt that you’re aboard a 
Harley-Davidson Sportster; the bike feels 
heavy, low and narrow, the engine still growls 


and rumbles with Harley’s 
peculiar off-beat cadence, and 
the air cleaner still pokes your 
right knee awkwardly into the 


airstream. Though the machine has 
never been considered a lightweight, 
other motorcycles in its displacement 
class weigh considerably more than 
the 883 Sportster’s 446-pound dry 
weight — making the bike seem, by 
comparison, a small and easy-to-ride 
motorcycle. 

What’s interesting about the 883 
Sportster is that for all the hoopla 
surrounding its introduction, very 
little of the bike — other than the 
engine — has changed from previous 
incarnations of Harley’s XL-series 
motorcycles. In fact the wheels, 
brakes, front suspension, rear shocks, 
fenders, seat and speedometer — as 
well as many other detail bits — are 
directly interchangeable with last 
year's iron-head XLX-61 Sportster. 

Therefore, the shortcomings of the 
883 Sportster are the same shortcom- 
ings shared by all Sportsters. The gas 
tank holds only 24 gallons including 
reserve — a fuel supply that, depend- 
ing on riding conditions, will power 
the machine about 100 miles. The gas 
tank is also narrow and slopes steeply, 





allowing no room for a tank bag or a 
map pouch. Sportsters have always 
been marginal for carrying passengers 
over long distances, and since they 
have little room for luggage and 
limited fuel range make a poor cho- 
ice as a touring mount. 

The news for the 883 is its engine, 
and the Evolution engine has changed 
the character of the Sportster. Turn 
on the gas with the mechanical pet- 
cock, pull out the choke, hit the start- 
er, and the 883 Sportster will instantly 
rumble to life. Cold starting woes 
have never been a part of Sportster 
ownership, but the new engine uses 
an aluminum intake manifold (which 
helps the intake tract warm quickly), 
and positions the carburetor closer to 
the cylinders. In moderate southern 
California temperatures, cold starts 
required about half-choke; within 
seconds the engine was warmed up 
enough to ride. 

The transmission still moves from 
gear-to-gear with a decisive “‘clunk.”’ 
Though Harley claims improved 
shifting due to tighter manufactur- 
ing tolerances, the 883's gearbox felt 
stiffer and harder to shift than those 
of past Sportsters. The throw at the 
shift lever is long, and the relation- 
ship of the footpeg to the shifter 
makes for awkward, uncertain gear 








changes. Our particular test machine 
popped out of second gear on several 
occasions — probably due to incom- 
plete gear engagement as a result of 
the balky shifting. 

'The 883 makes use of the same 
diaphragm-spring clutch introduced 
on last year's Sportster. Typical of 
the diaphragm design, the unit pro- 
vides a lighter pull at the clutch lever 
as well as stronger clamping on the 
clutch stack. Unlike Harley's past 
coil-spring designs, the new clutch 
doesn't drag when disengaged, mak- 
ing it easy to find neutral. The neu- 
tral indicator light mounted below 
the speedometer completes the pack- 
age; gone forever is the ritual of row- 
ing from first-to-second in search of 
neutral. 

Surprisingly, clutch adjustment is 
critical. Anticipating dragstrip abuse, 
Harley mechanics adjusted the clutch 
cable of our test machine a bit loose: 
diaphragm clutches are particularly 
prone to slip if the cable 1s too tight. 
Also, the clutch plates tend to wear 
and seat within the first few hundred 
miles, which, in turn, takes up cable 
slack. Four-hundred miles into our 
test the cable was stilla bit loose, and 
while upshifting on a freeway ramp 
the end of the cable fell out of the 
clutch lever. Since Sportsters are still 
sold without any kind of a tool kit, 
our test rider had to smash and bang- 
shift the machine to the nearest Har- 
ley dealer for repairs. 

Since the major suspension com- 
ponents are unchanged from last 
year's model, it's not surprising that 
the 883 Sportster's handling is also 
unchanged. The frame underwent a 
major revision back in 1982, result- 
ing in reduced weight and dramati- 
cally improved handling. The frame 
of the new 883 has only minor revi- 
sions to that 1982 design — changes 
made to accommodate the dimen- 
sional differences of the new engine. 
More than a few riders unfamiliar 
with these late-model Sportsters are 
surprised to find that the machine 
will corner without wobble or com- 
plaint. Though far from the han- 
dling standards set by the latest crop

of performance-dedicated sport bikes, 
the Sportster won't be humiliated 
when pressed into service for an occa- 
sional back-road skirmish. 


The seat height checks at a low 29 
inches, and the bike is narrow; short 
riders will find they can stop the 883 
Sportster with both feet flat on the 
ground. The solo seat positions the 
rider in one spot — short riders will 
find the seat/footpeg/handlebar rela- 
tionship about right, while taller 
(over about 5/10”) riders will wish 
they could scoot back on the seat. 
Tall riders can slide back an inch or 
two for comfort with the optional 
stepped “Pillow-look” seat ($84.95), 
which also allows room for a pas- 
senger. Optional footpegs ($24.95) 
can complete the 883's passenger ac- 
cómmodations. 

The brakes are exactly the same as 
used on last year's XLX Sportster; in 
the name of economy, the 883's front 
wheel is fitted with a single disc 
brake. Stopping power up front is 
merely adequate; it takes a hearty 
pull on the brake lever to slow the 
bike. At the rear, the disc caliper lev- 
ers against the swingarm, which tends 
to make the rear wheel break traction 
and chatter when braking on uneven 
surfaces. The addition of a floating 
rear caliper would reduce this ten- 
dency, and would definitely improve 
the rear brake. The front and rear 
brake pads are a semi-metallic compo- 
sition, which work equally well when 
wet or dry. 

As one would expect, the smaller 
883cc Sportster is slower than the old 
1000cc version. Since Harley-David- 
son won't commit to horsepower 
figures for their engines, we had to 
count on the quarter-mile clocks to 
tell the performance story for the 883. 
Acknowledging that accurate drag- 
strip comparisons are a product of 
back-to-back runs conducted on the 
same track, we took the liberty of 
flogging our test machine before the 
lights of Carlsbad Raceway, and 
(roughly) comparing the results with 
those obtained from similar motor- 
cycles. On a variety of dragstrips, the 
old cast-iron XL series Sportsters 
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Timing cover, primary cover and the rocker boxes are all highly-polished 
aluminum; quality of the castings near flawless. 





clocked quarter-mile times of about 
13.5 seconds at 95 mph. Our best run 
with the new 883 Sportster was 14.156 
at 92.21 mph. Comparing that perfor- 
mance to other cruiser-custom V- 
twins, the Suzuki 700 Intruder turns 
quarter mile times of about 13.5 sec- 
onds, the Honda 750 Shadow trips 
the lights in about 13.2 seconds, and 
Yamaha's 750 Virago posts times in 
the region of 13.6 seconds — and all 
three machines have engines smaller 
than the new Sportster's 883cc power- 
plant. 

According to Harley-Davidson 
specifications, the 883 engine's torque 
is also down about five foot-pounds 
from the previous 1000cc engine. The 
combination of the horsepower and 
torque loss have changed the person- 
ality of the Sportster. Where the old 
1000cc XL Sportster was never accused 
of being а fast motorcycle, rolling the 
throttle open directly translated into 
chugging forward motion with a 
special, elongated exhaust note and 
the feel of, well, power. The old 
Sportster would motor up hills with- 
out downshifting, and the' engine 
went about its business without the 
urgent, razor's-edge feeling imparted 
by the high-strung multi-cylinder 
powerplants found in sport bikes. 

Though the actual 883 Sportster's 
horsepower difference may be slight, 
the feel when riding the bike is very 
different. The new engine lacks the 
old's lazy, easy-going feel. One staffer 
commented that the bike felt “Japa- 
nese;" meaning that the muffled ex- 
haust note and less-torquey power- 
plant made the 883 unlike motorcycles 
typically associated with Milwaukee. 
Those riders who have put.miles on 
both the old and new 883 Sportster 
felt that the old cast-iron XL Sports- 
ter was more satisfying and fun to 
ride. 





There was considerable speculation 
that this new Sportster would be fit- 
ted with a five-speed transmission, 
but according to Harley-Davidson 
spokesmen, there were never any plans 
for re-enginegring the gearbox — the 
new Sportster was to use as many off- 
the-shelf parts as possible. All who 
rode the machine commented that it 
needed a five-speed transmission, es- 
pecially on the freeway. 

A close look at the details of Har- 
ley's new Sportster poses as many 
questions as it answers. The swing- 
arm has been widened 0.130-inch to 
accommodate an o-ring chain, though 
in the interest of economy, the stock 
883 does not have an o-ring chain. 
The belt drive now used on all 1340cc 
Harleys is conspicuous by its absence. 
The engine pulls hardest at the top of 
its powerband, but a tachometer has 
been omitted. The solo seat is margi- 
nally comfortable, and there's no 
room for carrying packages, saddle- 
bags or other luggage. 

A reasonable conclusion would be 
that the new 883 Evolution Sportster 
is the first of a new line of Sportsters, 
ranging from this first bare-bones 
machine... to some future high- 
performance motorcycle, or maybe a 
belt-driven lightweight touring bike.

Riders and enthusiasts have become 
accustomed to the fact that new mo- 
torcycles are lighter, more powerful 
and faster than the previous machines 
from the same manufacturer. What 
Harley has achieved is to recreate the 
Sportster that the world has known 
for nearly three decades . . . and pack- 
age it in a way that conforms to cur- 
rent governmental regulations. Un- 
derstandably, that new package is not 
as fast or powerful as last year's 
Sportster — a fact that Harley-David- 
son artfully disguised by making the

new engine smaller. : 
So it's not a question of whether 
the new Sportster is better than the 
old one — the fact is that the Sports- 
ter is still in production: something 
that wouldn't have been possible with 
the old powerplant. Harley's goal 
was to update the Sportster: to pro- 
duce a motorcycle using as many 
existing Sportster parts as possible, 
while incorporating technology (as 
well as a few actual parts) from their 
other Evolution powerplant. The re- 
sult is a new model in Harley-David- 
son's line-up: one that requires less 
maintenance, is less expensive, is 
quieter, and is cheaper for the owner 
to insure than the product it replaces. 
At first glance, the new 883 Sports- 
ter loses out when scrutinized for per- 
formance — but it must be remem- 
bered that the 883 is intended as a 
reliable, inexpensive, entry-level Har- 
ley-Davidson. For those bent on speed 
and power, Harley's powerplant engi- 
neers are currently developing high- 
performance parts for the new engine 
— and if the horsepower gains possi- 
bleapproach those obtained with the 
1340cc Evolution engine, the Evolu- 





tion Sportster may well send the V- 
twin competition back to the draw- 
ing boards. 

Of course, there are other parame- 
ters to performance. For openers, 
nothing compares to the deep, am- 
bling exhaust note of a 45 degree V- 
twin with a single rod throw. The 
Sportster is a modern classic; while 
immediately recognizable as a Sport- 
ster, it is a vastly improved motorcy- 
cle that's easier to own and maintain. 
Of course any motorcycle that wears 
the name “Harley-Davidson” on its 
gas tank has a ready-made market 
appeal that defies rational analysis. 

News of the new 883 Evolution 
Sportster has been in print less than 
three weeks, and many Harley-David- 
son dealers have already received cash 
orders for unseen motorcycles. The 
fact is, the world has been waiting for 
the 883 Evolution Sportster; it is a 
machine long overdue. Performance 
doesn't matter. Comfort and practi- 
cality don't matter. With a suggested 
retail price of only $3995, the 883 
Sportster addresses pent-up demand 
for a more-economical, American- 
made motorcycle. e

Faria, Pfetzing 
fantastic at IMS

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, JUNE 26 
The season-long dry spell of 
Inland Motorcycle Speedway 
favorite "Flyin"" Mike Faria 
finally came to an end Wednes- 
day night as he defeated Rick Miller 
to win the top honors in the Cycle 
Rider, Inc. Trophy Series. 

For Faria (Shoei/Torco/Oakley/ 
Trak Master Tires/Tsubaki/Scotty’s 
Muffler/STP/Kal-Gard/Wacy Arm- 
strong Jawa) it was not only his first 
win of the season at IMS but his 
second in 24 hours as he also landed 
the top spot Tuesday at Ventura.

Cagiva's Pekka Vehkonen 
pulled himself back into con- 
tention for the 125cc title with 
two race wins in the Czecho- 


slovakian GP. The Finn's overall 
standing was further assisted by prob- 
lems suffered by the two men heading 
him in the point standings in race 
one. Teammate Corrado Maddii re- 
tired with power-valve problems, and 
Holland's Davy Strijbos lost ground 
all through the race from the second 
lap on with a constant misfire caused 
by an electrical problem with his 
Honda. 

Such was the series leader’s lack of 
power that on one occasion Strijbos 
had to dismount to push his bike up 
the steepest hill on the circuit. Mad- 
dii spent all his time at the trackside 
closely observing the exploits of his 
closest rival. 

Vehkonen led both motos from 
start to finish, but in the first moto 
there was a particularly close finish 
with KTM’s Kees Van der Ven a mere 
four seconds behind and still closing 
rapidly. 

Belgium’s Guy Van Gijseghem sur- 
prised most people by taking up the 
early challenge behind the flying 
Finn. At the halfway point, however, 
John Van der Berk and Czech hero of 
the day Petr Kovar, followed Van der 
Ven through, leaving the Belgian to 
fend off fellow countrymen Jacky 





Martens and Thierry Godfroid to the 
flag. 

Godfroid’s seventh spot was all the 
more amazing when it was discov- 
ered that he was stung on the tongue 
by a bee and needed urgent medical 
attention at the close of the race as his 
tongue had swollen to twice its nor- 
mal size. 

Local hero Kovar gave the 20,000 
strong crowd something to cheer in 
the second race when he latched on to 
Vehkonen at the start and harried 
him іп a terrier-like fashion, match- 
ing his five-feet, one-inch build.

Legarra, Zirbel, 
Nunez nab Oregon 
TT wins

National number 56 Larry 
Legarra and fellow Expert Jeff- 
rey Harsha put ona spectacular 
show in front of a near capacity 
crowd during the 15-lap Expert main 
event at the Oregon Sidewinders TT 
Club grounds. Legarra (Swanson Tri) 
nabbed Harsha halfway through the 
main and went on to win. Marty Zir- 
bel topped the Junior main and Jon 
Nunez took the Novice final. 
Possibly the best heat race yet in 
the 1985 season came in the form of 
the first of three Junior five lap pre- 
liminaries. Zirbel (Tri 750) and Cali- 
fornia transplant Billy Taylor (Adams 
Cycle Tri 750) were one-two on the 
white flag lap, but Taylor used the 
wall for a berm and muscled his way 
into the lead to win in front of 2,000 
screaming fans. The crowd got an- 
other taste of 750cc shootouts when 
thesecond Expert heat race was staged. 
Mike Sullivan (Adams Cycle Tri), 
Legarra, National number 73 Del 
Schnitzer (Tri) and Junction City's 
John Wincewicz (Kinish Tri) had a 
terrible time deciding who the even- 
tual winner would be until Legarra 
took command and Schnitzer sensa- 
tionally carved past a surprised Sul- 
livan. Legarra did the same in the 
Experts trophy dash by getting by 
Harsha's 600 Yamaha to win. Harsha 
set the evenings fast time of 14.90.

C-A 500) and fellow heat race 
winner Jim Dunken (Beaverton Hon) 
shot off the line at the start of the 10 
lap Novice main event but the race 
was quickly red flagged when Dun- 
ken, Patricia Lyons (Yam) and Todd 
Gary (Yam) piled into one another 
and caused the domino affect.

Yamaha Northwest/Circle A 
Trucking/BBRP Racing's Ricky 
Albee sat on the: pole position for the 
560 KTM for the 12 lap Junior main 
event, but that didn't stop Zirbel who 
shot off the line putting all 750cc's of 
power to the ground to led Albee, 
'Taylor, second heat winner Robert 
Horban (Duey Mayfield/Light Rac- 
ing/Simpson Rtx) and Terry Wahl 
(C-A). Albee was hurting for power 
but did all he could to keep Zirbel in 
his sights. Albee, the previous winner 
at the first two races, had his hands 
full with Taylor. Horban ran alone 
in fourth ahead of Wahl, Danny Cain 
(Yam 500) and semi winner Ronnie 
Waters Jr. (Hon 500). Robbie Blagg 
(Hon) joined in, after starting off 
last, while up front it was Zirbel and 
Albee showing all on hand why they 
are the fastest two Juniors in the 
northwest. Zirbel held off Albee's 
final turn rally by half a wheel to win 
with Taylor, Horban, Cain and Blagg 
in the top six. 

Harsha looked to win his first 
Expert main event after enjoying 
semi dominance in the evenings pro- 
grams but, as in the trophy dash, 
Legarra looked to spoil the thrill of 
victory by charging past Harsha on 
lap three.

Before 
mid-race, Faux had moved to first 
and Scott Adams was up in second as 
the other riders faded in the heat. 
Faux locked onto first to stay and 
Adams followed him home for second. 
Jay Lian and Bill Abbott were in a 
dead heat coming off the 125cc start 
and Lian held on to lead the 125cc 
Beginners at the end of lap one. John 
Kaupp controlled the second spot for 
most of the race, then Abbott found 
his second wind and shot by to take 
and keep the lead and get the win. 
Kaupp finished second. 

'The Open bikes were on the front 
row again for the Novice race and 
Tony Perry was at the front of them 
when the flag dropped. Before the 
race was one lap old, the big contest 
was between Russell and Dan Stil- 
well.

Russell appeared to be having ma- 
chine problems as he went slower 
and slower and finally stopped for a 
while before limping across the fin- 
ish well back.

Meanwhile, 
Jason Ingersoll had clawed his way 
slowly to second and took the lead 
from Weaver in lap eight. That was 
the order in which they finished. 

When the Pros started, Greg Kam- 
merman got an explosive start and 
was seen glancing back as if wonder- 
ing where all the others went. By the 
end of the first lap, those others had 
rushed into the gap and Nation was 
leading on an Open KTM followed 
by Falcon on a Yamaha. In lap three, 
Colin Ryan, who had been cruising 
along in fourth, leapfrogged his 250 
Yamaha into the lead followed by 
Brad McLeod. Almost immediately, 
Ryan began having troubles and 
finally retired in lap five. McLeod 
assuemd the lead and was never 
caught, finishing first overall and 
first 250cc Pro. Nation fought off 
Falcon for the entire race but finally 
succumbed at the very end and Fal- 
con took the Open Pro win.

Potter surprises 
at Lumberjack 
Enduro

SMITH FORK, CA, JUNE 16 
After 11 years the California 
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Racing Club pulled off their 
first mountain enduro in the 
Frazier Park/Gorman/Hungry 


Valley area and when it was over 
Open AA rider Stan Potter surprised 
everyone by taking the overall after 
only dropping 7.421 points. 

For the sound test survivors, Loop 
One started just off Gold Hill Road 
at Maxey Creek, and headed eastward 
at 21 mph down the rocky sandwash, 
to unnerve a few riders. Then, head- 
ing north on East Freeman Canyon, 
the trail got smoother but tighter 
through Steerbones Trail, where speed 
bumped to 24 mph. The following 
Old Doe and Saltlick Trails got real 
tight, and found a few desert-steeped 
enduro riders over the side. But most 
were able to catch up in the scenic 
Wheatfield Trail section or before the 
"Arrowhead Cult" sign. Back up to 
altitude on the Mesa Trail, the day’s 
first special hit at 10.1 miles at 30 
mph, where “опе second" Lowell 
Spiva burned this check by (his usual) 
one second. His 9.469 was still good 
for first 250cc AA/V, and sixth over- 
all. Exactly four miles later came the 
checkout, a beautiful view of Lake 
Pyramid to the south, and а good 
length five mile reset. Speed then 
dropped to 18 mph at Pipeline Road 
heading west to Edison Canyon. After 
a brief six mph speed on a downhill, 
riders picked up a backbone trail at 
18 mph into a field check at 24.9 
miles. A leisurely three miles of west- 
erly sandwash brought riders to the 
end of Loop One, with a 34 minute 
break for two loopers. 


Considering the tightness of the 
course, it wasn't surprising that a 
Mini could win. What was surpris- 
ing was that newcomer C Mini rider 
Carl Gardea did at 3.32 dropped and 
beat Mini A Marc Dion's 3.202. Mark 
White amazed everyone by finishing 
third on only a 200cc ATC at 3.219. 
Joey Toste, Mini B, did a 4.00 then 
first Open ATC Jeff Courts at 5.223, 
200 ATC Rick Henn at 5.275 and first 
B Woman Dawn Pacha muscled her 
big IT 490 to 6.283. To round out the 
top 10 and the biggest variety of the 
day were Rusty Deisbeck's Open ATC 
at 6.283, first Beginner Dan Szcze- 
panek's 6.305, and first C Woman 
Betty Lennox Holdridge, at 6.321. 


Loop Two started off with a bang 
with the 36 mph Special Test west on 
Maxey Creek through virgin terrain 
and a manzanita patch. The check- 
out again found no zeros and a short 
three milereset. Heading west through 
Sterling Canyon, the course got into 
higher elevation scenery for 8.6 miles 
on Tejon Trail at 12 mph and desert 
cactus was replaced with mountain 
pines. Though most riders stated it 
should have been at 15 mph, several 
more riders, apparently unaccustomed 
to mountain riding, went off the ser- 
pentine trail. Down at Long Dave 
Road came the first of three free times 
(as opposed to resets). An easy putt 
down to Lockwood Creek and a nine 
minute free time allowed riders to 
frolic in the stream before attacking 
the Lockwood Creek boulder patch. 
Though Donnie Simmone's forth- 
coming tiebreaker check-in was at 
the beginning of the 36 mph special 
test (24.8 miles), a very large number 
of riders burned it. Some, like the 
strawberry farmer Ferro boys (John 
and Mike), by a costly two minutes or 
more. The special of the day featured 
Miller Jeep Trail, with monster water 
bar jumps to catch air on, sharp- 
edged recent-history rocks to record 
lots of flats and perhaps the first ever 
all-uphill special. In the shade of the 
big pines at Dutchman Camp, riders 
welcomed the last free time of the day 
(12 minutes). A makeable 21 mph 
down Alamo Mountain Road brought 
riders to a hard right at 33 miles and 








into Old Snowy Trail at 18 mph for 
7.5 miles. Warmer than usual weather 
claimed Jim Bollingmo and other 
riders with near heat stroke. After 
crossing Piru Creek, the speed jumped 
to 18 mph through the sand whoops, 
where arms fell off, and wound up to 
the finish through the granite switch- 
backs, where CRC report cards were 
issued to riders. 

Randy Pretzer rolled in 16 seconds 
after Potter for 250cc A with Big Bear 
resident Jim Bollingmo Jr., Open 
AA/V, rounding out the top three 
and last of the sevens at 7.488.

Worth's waltz

Honda rider Tim Worth swept 
both motos in the combined 
Pro class at round two of the 
seven race Hawaiian Holiday 
MX series. In the first Pro go around, 
Worth put his Honda in front of the 
pack with Fresno's Steve Lucente 
second and Dave Hosaka close behind 
in third. Jon Nelson, usually one of 
the front runners, got a bad start and 
was back in fourth position. By the 
end of the first lap Nelson had passed 
Hosaka for third and was setting his 





sights on Lusente for second. Com- 
ing into a short straight Nelson had a 
better drive coming out of a corner 
and passed Lucente on the inside. By 
this time Worth had a sizeable lead 
over the pack, but Nelson, not one to 
give up easily, gassed his potent 
Honda in an effort to catch Worth. 

On the white flag lap Worth had 
some difficulty going thrcugh a 
corner. This gave Nelson, who was 
gradually reeling in Worth, a shot at 
catching Worth and by the last corner 
Nelson had whittled down Worth's 
lead from two corners ahead to a mere 
20 feet at the finish. 

In the second moto Worth didn't 
feel like racing with anybody, so he 
pulled a holeshot and was gone. Nel- 
son was running second when his 
Honda threw a chain over some tri- 
ple jumps in the back section of the 
track, putting an end to his day at the 
races. Hosaka, who was in third when 
Nelson's chain went south, now had 
second and Lucente was battling it 
out with Honda rider Donald Frank- 
lin for third. Midway through the 
moto, Worth was way out front and 
riding as if he were on rails. Hosaka, 
who had a firm command of second 
place had his buffer zone diminish as 
Lucente and Franklin's raging battle 
for third caught up to him, making it 
a three way battle for second.

Barry Willing- 
ham was second on his Cagiva with 
McCrory now in hot pursuit in third 
place. A few corners later McCrory 
jammed his Yamaha in front of Wil- 
lingham and immediately started

In the combined moto for Inter- 
mediate class racers 125s, 250s and 
Open class bikes all took to the track 
in two separate blasts. The 250s were 
away first and that aspect of the battle, 
was a runaway victory for Jon King

Regular entrants Devon Joos 
and Tony Flores totally domi- 
nated the professional action 
in Wednesday night motocross 
action at Baylands.

Surratt sails at 
Ascot night MX

GARDENA, CA, JUNE 14 
FMF-sponsored Willie Surratt 
(Hon) could do no wrong to- 
night at Ascot Park. He domi- 
nated the 250cc Pro class and 
also took the overall win in the 125cc 
Pro race after a super-exciting first- 
moto battle with Tim Rutherford 
(Kaw). The two riders exchanged the 
lead no less than three or four times 
in crowd-pleasing midair passes. In 
the second moto, Surratt slid out in 
the first turn, and in a spectacular 
charge, he went from last to second in 
only six laps. 

In the first 250cc Pro moto Surratt 
led from the drop of the gate.

By the 
fourth lap Surratt had a healthy lead 
and Manley had slipped by Baker to 
push him back to third. On the last 
lap Manley closed to within striking 
distance of Surratt, but Surratt held 
on to his lead and took the first-moto 
win. Baker maintained his position 
in third and Murray finished fourth. 

The second-moto start was a car- 
bon copy of the first, with Surratt 
shooting out of the starting gate and 
blasting around the first turn. Man- 
ley was not going to let Surratt build 
up a big lead as he had done in the 
first moto. He stayed right on Sur- 
ratt’s tail and pushed him hard the 
whole race. Murray, Ron Turner (Cag) 
and Dave Graff (Hon) had a fierce 
race going for third. On the last lap, 
Murray pulled away from Turner 
and Graff and installed himself firmly 
in third. Surratt and Manley fought 
right to the finish line with Surratt 
going across the victor, taking the 
overall win. Manley’s 2-2 earned him 
second overall and Murray’s 4-3 gave 
him third. 

Eric Casas (Kaw) got the holeshot 
in the first 125cc Intermediate moto. 
Steve Sequeira (Hon) and Honda 
rider Chris Wallis, from Hickory 
Creek, Texas, were in tow.
